Third went to ‘94 
champ Steve Hatch (Suz) with 24 points, 
beating out teammate Randy Hawkins 
(Suz) on the tie breakers. Kevin Hines 
(Hon) finished fifth with 27.508 points. 
Rounding out the top 10 were Larry 
Roeseler (Kaw) with 27.555 points, 
Kelby Pepper (Kaw) with 28, Mike Laf- 
ferty (KTM) with 33, Brian Garrahan 
(Kaw) with 34 and Jason Dahners 
(KTM) with 35. 


Jeromy Buehl (Kaw) aced the 125cc 
class on both days of competition at the 
February 17 PJ1 Super Arenacross Series 
in Cincinnati, Ohio. Mike Jones (Suz) 
was the 250cc-class winner on Friday, 
and Jimmy Gaddis (Kaw) topped the 
class on Saturday. Defending series 
champion Gaddis leads Buehl in the 
series point standings, 625-597. 


Casey Johnson (Kaw) was the big win- 
ner at round four of the GFI Winter 
Series, held February 18 at Glen Helen 
Raceway in San Bernardino, California. 
Johnson topped the 125 and 250cc Pro 
classes. Doug Dubach (Yam) and Travis 
Preston (Suz) chased Johnson home in 
the 250cc class, and Michael Brandes 
(Suz) and Dubach rounded out the top 
three in the 125cc division. 


Grand National Cross Country Champi- 
on Scott Plessinger (KTM) won round 
seven of the AMA Mid-South Winter 
Hare Scrambles Series in Summertown, 
Tennessee, February 18. Robert Patter- 
son (Suz) was the runner-up, and Doug 
Blackwell (Yam) finished third. 


Team Yamaha’s Doug Henry made his 
return to racing at the February 18 
round of the GFI Winter Series, held at 
Glen Helen Raceway. According to 
Cycle News contributor Tony Alessi, 
Henry grabbed the holeshot in the 250cc 
Pro main and led for the first two laps 
before his footpeg snapped off and he 
was forced to retire. As scheduled, 
Henry will compete in the February 24 
Atlanta Supercross, 


Team Suzuki's Greg Albertyn reports 
that the ankle that he injured at the Feb- 
ruary 10 San Diego Supercross is heal- 
ing well. “It was only a bad sprain,” said 
the three-time World Champion. “I’ve 
started riding again, and I will take the 
next two weeks to concentrate on my fit- 
ness. Roger (DeCoster) wants me to sit 
out the Atlanta Supercross to avoid risk- 
ing injury, because he wants me to be 
ready for the (March 3) Gainesville 
250cc National. He'd much rather see 
me win there than get hurt in Atlanta.” 


The June 8-9 round of the National Reli- 
ability Enduro Series in Tillamook, Ore- 
gon, has been canceled. The recent 
flooding in the Pacific Northwest 
knocked out all access roads to the race 
sight, and the roads won't be repaired in 
time for the Tillamook Qualifier. The 
event will not be rescheduled, making it 
a three-round series. As a result, only 
four days will now be counted towards 
qualifying for the Finnish International 
Six Day Enduro in August. The series 
gets under way in New Waverly, Texas, 
May 18-19. 


Speaking of the Six Days, four riders 
have verbally agreed to represent the 





United States on the six-rider World 
Trophy team. According to Ride To 
Win's Dave Bertram, Ty Davis, Randy 
Hawkins, Steve Hatch and Rodney 
Smith have said they will ride. Candi- 
dates to fill the remaining two slots are 
Chris Smith, former 125cc National MX 
Champion Guy Cooper, reigning Hare 
Scrambles National Champion Scott 
Summers and reigning Grand National 
Cross Country Champion Scott 
Plessinger. 


Honda's new NSR500V, sensationally 
the fastest bike at the IRTA "Testing 
Club" group factory tests in Malaysia, 
will be a full 500, rather than the under- 
size 400 capacity chosen by their fore- 
runners Aprilia, reports Cycle News con- 


tributor Michael Scott. The new 


lightweight twin, which will be raced by 
Tadayuki Okada in Repsol Honda col- 
ors and Shinichi Itoh in a separate team 
(pending sponsors), is clearly a very dif- 
ferent proposition from the Italian 
machine, suggesting that Honda has 
found different solutions to the prob- 
lems that beset the Aprilia. Aprilia's 
chief engineer's aim was to replicate the 
revvability of a 250; their enemy has 
been midrange torque, even keeping the 
engine size down. Thus the machine's 
acceleration has been further blunted 
compared with the V-fours by the need 
to back off to prevent the front wheel 
rising too high. Honda's reed-valve 
motor may have an advantage in its 
softer throttle response compared with 
the disc-valve motor. Even so, with two 
big 250cc cylinders, the HRC engineers 
have clearly found a way to deal with 
the torque without damaging perfor- 
mance. One possible reason why Loris 
Reggiani's offer to act as factory tester 
was declined - perhaps Honda felt that 
his experience with Aprilia so far had 
nothing to offer. 


The jinx on Team Marlboro Roberts 
apparently has not gone away. Follow- 
ing the team's switch to Michelin from 
Dunlop, two out of their three riders 
crashed at Shah Alam, with Jean-Michel 
Bayle totally destroying one bike on the 
first day, and luckless Kenny Roberts 
Jr. breaking both bones in his lower 
right leg shortly after the start of the 
third of four days of testing. Junior flew 
home at once and the injury was plated. 
Cynics have pointed out that both rid- 
ers' crashes - vicious, quick-flick high- 
siders - were typical of a combination of 
inexperience and notoriously sudden 
Michelin tires. 


The other highlight of the Grand Prix 
tests in Malaysia and Indonesia was the 
performance of returned injury victim 
Alberto Puig. The Spaniard broke his 
leg badly in practice for the French GP 
last year, and for a long time there was a 
question mark over whether he could 
return at all. The Fortuna Honda rider 
missed the Shah Alàm outing, but came 
out at Sentul to run 132 solid laps, plac- 
ing sixth-fastest behind the V-twins, but 
ahead of teammate Carles Checa and 
fellow V-four Honda rider Alex Barros. 


Various problems afflict the two new 
circuits on the Grand Prix road racing 
calendar, but neither should threaten 
the events. Sentul showed a worrying 
tendency to surface dampness, with per- 
sistent seepage spoiling recent first-time 
tests for the IRTA Testing Club, and for 
Lucky Strike Suzuki following on. This 
was, not surprisingly, during a wet spell 
- but there is clearly no guarantee that 
the weather will be any different in 
early April. The problems were reported 
to IRTA and to safety officer Franco

G rand Prix road racing is set to be blown wide open in a power struggle more 











vicious even than the IRTA-inspired hijack from the FIM at the end of 1991. The 

rebellion is again led by teams' association IRTA, which has signed up for a new 
breakaway series, run by the Swiss-based international sports-promotions giant ISL 
(International Sport and Leisure Company). 

The as-yet-unnamed new series will begin in 1997. The current contract between 
IRTA and Dorna/TWP, whereby IRTA fields the teams for the FIM World Champi- 
onship Series, expires at the end of 1996. 

Rumors of a takeover bid for Dorna had been gathering strength when the news 
broke in a release from IRTA on February 16, announcing a new 10-year contract with 
ISL, described as "the world's largest sports-promotion company." 

IRTA president Michel Metraux, who is understood to have been the chief negotia- 
tor of the deal, said,"The agreement guarantees a secure and progressive development 
of our sport into the next century." 

Other IRTA officials were exuding confidence after the announcement. “The impor- 
tant thing is the amount of investment that they will put into GP racing," said chief 
executive Paul Butler. 

The news follows months of uncertainty concerning one of the web of contracts that 
has held racing together since the 1992. The original term of all the contracts was five 
years, but those between Dorna and the FIM, leasing all GP rights to the Spanish TV 
rights marketing company, had already been renewed for a further 10-year period. 
Meanwhile, Dorna had taken over TWP (Two Wheel Promotions), the firm founded by 
car-racing mogul Bernie Ecclestone, to contract with race circuits and promoters, and to 
subcontract with IRTA for the supply of competitors. 

The IRTA/TWP contract had a deadline of August 1995 for renewal, after which 
both Dorna and IRTA were free to negotiate with outsiders. IRTA was known to have 
contacted Mark McCormack's IMG group among others, but the name of ISL has only 
leaked out in the last week. 

The package is obviously attractive to IRTA, after five years in which they have 
played a key role in improving the packaging and presentation of GPs. ^We need 
investment now - not to make money for IRTA, but to develop the commercial poten- 
tial of motorcycle racing," said Butler before the announcement. Getting a sport onto 
TV was an increasingly competitive business, he added. 

ISL is a heavy hitter in this regard. The Lucerne-based international organization 
has an impressive portfolio, including exclusive responsibility for marketing the 
Olympic Games, World and European Cup Soccer, international athletics, skiing, base- 
ball and cycling. The Japanese advertising conglomerate Dentsu, the largest in the 
world, is a major shareholder in ISL. a 

However, it is far from certain at this stage whether IRTA will be able to command 
the loyalty of all its members - especially the crucial factory teams and their big-money 
sponsors. Several of the top teams have criticized IRTA strongly throughout 1995 
because of the way the association's democratic structure weighs decisions in favor of 
smaller private teams. 

One example was the cost-cutting one-bike rule in the 250 and 125cc classes, intro- 
duced in 1995, then retained for 1996 in spite of vociferous complaints from Aprilia and 
Yamaha's Wayne Rainey, among others. Sponsors and manufacturers had also formed 
power groups of their own in a bid to retain influence they felt was threatened by 
IRTA. 

The response from Dorna will be crucial. Last week, it appeared that the move had 
taken Dorna/ TWP staff by surprise. However, the group is owned by Banco San- 
tander, and had already been on the market during 1994 and 1995. It is not inconceiv- 
able that they have also been negotiating at high level with ISL to sell Dorna, with their 
important contracts with the FIM and with the circuit promoters. 

If some arrangement like this does not take place, GP racing may then be split, with 
factory teams and big sponsors staying with Dorna and the FIM, and IRTA/ISL pro- 
moting a rival series. "We get on very well with Dorna at an operational level," said 
Butler. "We cannot rule them out of our future. On the other hand, there is a doomsday 
scenario of starting up independently of them and the FIM." 

There have been two previous attempts at breaking away from the FIM to found an 
independent race series. The first was the World Series of 1980, which failed because 
the FIM blocked circuit-owners from cooperating; the second was the IRTA / Ecclestone 
breakaway of 1991, which ended in the current compromise between the FIM, 
Dorna/ TWP and IRTA.

Uncini, and track officials promised 
immediate action in improving circuit 
drainage.

Although there will be a national race 
there before the GP in August, the 
smallest hint of a problem will renew 
complaints about the short-cut circuit 
homologation that is one downside of 
racing's new regime. In FIM days, there 
had to be at least one international race 
at a track before it could be considered 
fit for a GP. IRTA may still arrange a 
pre-race test session if enough teams ask 
for it. The difficulties are purely logisti- 
cal: The GP circus will be busy else- 
where in Europe. 


It is purely coincidental, insisted team 
manager Garry Taylor, that the Lucky 
Strike Suzuki team did not take part in 
comparative tests with the other facto- 
ries at Shah Alam and Sentul. "We'd 
already booked our tests when the Test- 
ing Club sessions were arranged," he 
said. He was speaking in Bali, at the lux- 
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urious Four Seasons resort, chosen by 
Lucky Strike to launch the 1996 team. 
Riders Daryl Beattie and Scott Russell 
joined in beach games with select press- 
men in an informal atmosphere. News 
from tests in Australia before the break 
and Malaysia in the week afterwards 
was unremarkable: The team continues 
to make steady progress, bras 
whether it will be enough to catch the 
flying NSRs remains to be seen. Individ- 
ually, the riders each had their own sto- 
ries to tell. Beattie looked fit in spite of 
an impressive scar running from elbow 
to wrist on his left hand, the legacy of 
December surgery grafting tissue and a 
blood vessel to his injured left foot. He 
said all the right things. "Mick (Doohan) 
will be the guy to beat again, and I'm 
going to have to be more aggressive. 
There were times when last year I was 
happy to accept second - this year I'll be 
trying harder to win." Russell remains 
the team's loose cannon, and spoke of 
how he had started the- Australian tests 
still battling to come to terms with a 
bike basically set for Kevin Schwantz. 
Only by the end had his engineers come 
up with a chassis setting better suited to 
his smoother style, and he had been able 
to match Beattie's time. Russell had 
arrived late at the tests after a visa mix- 
up, and later fell off at Shah Alam, with- 
out injury. Doohan rates him as a seri- 
ous rival, but he is clearly still learning. 
When news came of the crashes of Jean- 
Michel Bayle and Kenny Roberts Jr. in 
Malaysia, after both had spoken of how 
they expected the switch to 500s to be 
easy, it was Russell who came up with 
the telling comment: "Ain't nothing pre- 
pares you for riding one of them 
things." 


Europe's latest rival to Japanese 500cc- 
class supremacy has been testing well in 
the south of France, with the V-four Elf- 
ROC reportedly extremely fast. There is 
a Big Bang version of the engine testing 
alongside the standard double-pulse 
sidecar version that first saw life as the 
Swissauto. As planned, there will be 
three riders on the new machines. The 
team is led by last year's impressive 
Team ROC rider Juan Borja, backed by 
Adrian Bosshard; the third rider is yet to 
be announced. One possibility is Ameri- 
can Dave Sadowski, according to 
reports from Europe. 


Dunlop will retire from the 500cc Grand 
Prix class after being dumped by Team 
Roberts, and will continue development 
of V-four-class tires away from the race 
tracks. "We have decided not to supply 
any private V-four teams, though we 








have had a lot of requests," confirmed 
European Motor Sports manager Jeremy 
Ferguson. But he insisted the long-serv- 
ing Anglo-Japanese tire company 
intended to return to the top class in 
1997. "Dunlop has been in the top class 
of bike racing since long before the 
World Championships were started in 
1949, and we have a long-term commit- 
ment. There is no danger of pulling out. 
We've been in this sort of position 
before, and we've won championships 
before. We've been around long enough 
to know these things go round and 
round," he said. In fact, Dunlops will 
still contest the 500cc championship - on 
the V-twin Aprilia ridden by Doriano 
Romboni; but the tires used are closer to 
250-class rubber than the extraordinarily 
wide rubber required by the big V- 
fours. Dunlop will also figure promi- 
nently in the 250cc class, making up for 
the loss of Tetsuya Harada to Michelin 
by retaining the factory Aprilia team, 
and the best of the Hondas too, includ- 
ing Ralf Waldmann, French duo Olivier 
Jacque and J.P. Ruggia, newcomer Jur- 
gen Fuchs and old-timer Luis d'Antin. 
“We'll also be working on regaining our 
rightful position in the 125 class," added 
Ferguson. 


Round three of the AXO Racing/GFI 
Winter Series South has been resched- 
uled for Saturday, March 23. The North- 
South Showdown will remain on Sun- 
day, March 24; both races will be held at 
Perris Raceway in Perris, California. 


Contrary to recent rumors, Glen Helen 
Raceway has no intention of closing, 
according to Concepts Unlimited's 
Penny Nicolai. "Glen Helen Raceway 
has no intention of closing. In fact, they 
are currently expanding the facility and 
are scheduling additional events." Glen 
Helen Raceway, which is located in San 
Bernadino, California, will host a round 
of the AMA 125/250cc National 
Motocross Championship on May 10-12. 


With the recent elimination of federal 
penalities imposed on states without 
mandatory motorcycle helmet-use laws, 
motorcyclists rights activists have suc- 
ceeded in getting helmet-law repeal 
bills on the legislative calendar in 12 
states, according to the AMA. The list of 
states currently considering bills that 
would eliminate mandatory helmet-use 
provisions for adult riders includes Cali- 
fornia, Georgia, Kentucky, Maryland, 
Michigan, Mississippi, New Jersey, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Tennessee, Wash- 
ington and West Virginia. Additionally, 
for the first time in over a decade, no 








state has introduced a bill to enact a 
mandatory helmet law covering adult 
riders. "In light of our success in push- 
ing through the federal helmet-law 
penalty repeal, it is interesting to note 
the record number of state helmet-law 
repeal bills being introduced and the 
conspicious absence of new mandatory 
helmet-use bills in any of the 50 states," 
said AMA vice president of government 
affairs Robert Rasor. 


Team Obsolete Promotions has 
formed a group that includes Don 
Emde, Don Vesco, Cafe Moto and GP 
Cycles to promote a historic road race 
at the Del Mar Fairgrounds in Del Mar, 
California, as part of the Del Mar 
Weekend of Motorcycle Sports on 
October 10-11. ^We are thrilled at the 
chance to add a new historic road race 
on the West Coast," said Team Obso- 
lete founder Rob Iannucci in a press 
release dated February 18. “We were 
invited in after AHRMA could not 
come to terms with the San Diego 
Antique Motorcycle Club. We have 
extended an olive branch to AHRMA to 
join forces and cooperate with us for 
the benefit of the entire sport." The spe- 
cial guest of honor at the event will be 
six-time World Champion Jim

Other attractions will be 
displays of current and vintage Tri- 
umph motorcycles, race bikes and Tri- 
umph merchandise. 


A six-race BEARS World Series road 
race schedule has been announced. The 
series begins at Daytona on March 5 
before venturing to Donington Park in 
England (April 28), Brands Hatch, Eng- 
land (August 4), Hungaroring, Hungary 
(August 18), Mettet, Belgium (Septem- 
ber 1) and Assen, Holland (September 
22). The Hungary round hasn't been 
finalized, and may end up being 
replaced by a round in Germany or 
Sweden, according to series promoters.

his is getting to be old hat for 

Team Oliver Yamaha's Rich 

Oliver. He comes to Willow 
Springs, runs flawless practice sessions, 
races at or sets lap-record speeds and 
sprints away to a pair of unchallenged 
victories. No wonder they wanted to 
ban 250s. Maybe they just wanted to ban 
Oliver. 

In any case, the high-speed corners of 
Willow Springs Raceway were well suit- 
ed to Oliver's TZ250, and after getting 
predictably swamped at the start of both 
races by all the big-bore equipment as 
the pack entered the first turn, he simply 
turned it on - it was but half a lap before 
he moved to the lead he would keep for 
nearly the entire length of both races. 

Don’t think things were boring for 
the estimated crowd of 7600, though, 
because despite the pair of commanding 
wins, there was plenty going on behind 
Oliver. The first race saw Suzuki 
GSXR1100-mounted local racer Curtis 
Adams of Whittier, California, get a 
solid start that allowed him, however 
briefly, to challenge the TZ rider. But 
right behind Adams was Team Valvo- 
line Suzuki's Tray Batey, putting on a 
very strong showing in only his third 
outing at the familiar-friendly Willow 
Springs. Batey was as low as fourth in 
the first race, but managed to make a 
move on Adams in the last turn of the 
final lap that put him into the runner-up 
spot by half a wheel length. 

The second time out, Batey would be 
relegated to third by a charging Chuck 


Graves, who had earlier finished fourth > 
in the first race just behind Adams. 


While things might have been old hat 
Oliver, for Team LaBelle/MVR's David 
Sadowski, things were just getting old. 
After qualifying third-fastest and look- 
ing to rebound from his pair of non-fin- 
ishes here last year, he suffered yet 
again with freak mechanical gremlins 
ending both his rides early. The likable 
Georgian was forced to ride his 1995 











bike after having his '96 Honda 
CBR9OORR break beyond repair during 
Friday's practice, but it served him no 
better. 

Sadowski's teammate and reigning 
F-USA champion Chris Taylor had luck 
that was only marginally better. Taylor 
wrestled with bike setup on his new 
CBR9OORR all weekend, qualified on the 
third row and managed a sixth-place 
finish in the first race. With grid posi- 
tion for the second race determined by 
finish postion from the first, the Virgina 
Tech student was eager for the second 
outing and a better start, having moved 
up a row. After running as high as fifth, 
the unfamiliar machine bit him in turn 
six, where he went down hard. "I don't 
even know what happened," he said in 
his pit area afterward. 

Another who struggled was Doug 
Polen. In what was the former AMA 
and two-time World Superbike Champi- 
on '96 Formula-USA debut, the week- 
end could have gone better. Like many 
of the racers this weekend, he was 
caught short of time and simply wasn't 
prepared to race, perhaps more so than 
some of the others. Polen only just got 
his new team, called The People's Net- 
work, finalized some three weeks ago 
and received his '96 GSXR750s from 
Suzuki just a week after that. Polen 
struggled with carburetion all weekend 
and was clearly down on power. After a 
run to 16th in the first race, the Texan 
elected to sit out round two to conserve 
his machine and to try to be ready for 
Daytona, where he hopes to have a new 
engine. 

"We're low on parts and damaged a 
few things in the first race," said Polen 
from his team truck. “We can't afford to 
have a problem in the second race. We 
just can't jeopardize Daytona." 

Oliver leads the field going into 
rounds three and four at Daytona in two 
weeks with a perfect 70 points, where he 
will no doubt be more challenged than 
he was at Willow Springs. 

^We're going to Daytona in a few 
weeks and I think there we'll be work- 
ing on our tans and trying to come up

with something at the Superspeedway 
to run with these guys," Oliver said 
matter-of-factly. "We're going to go 
there and get some sand kicked in our 
face and they'll make up (for) what we 
did to them this day." 

Batey leaves the Michelin California 
F-USA Championship in second, eight 
points adrift of Oliver, and is followed 
by Graves at 60 points and Adams with 
54. Team Valvoline Suzuki's Dave Stan- 
ton finished fifth and sixth in the two 
races for a tally of 51, while Graves 
Motorsports' Glenn Szarek rounds out 
the top six with 50 points on 6-4 race fin- 
ishes. 


ROUND ONE 


Adams launched his GSXR1100 off 
the line from the second spot on the grid 
to get a clear jump on the pack, and 
especially over Oliver, who nonetheless 
did surprisingly well off the line. Dutch- 
man Racing/ Yamaha's Fritz Kling got 
an excellent drive from the second row 
to challenge for a lead spot into turn 
one. Sadowski, too, looked to be a front- 
runner, but his race would soon be over. 

“I got a good holeshot going into the 
first turn and it (the engine) just started 
burbling," said the disappointed Sad- 
owski. “I was hoping it would clear up, 
but it never did." 

For Oliver, things couldn't have gone 
much better. By halfway through the 
first lap, he had streaked into the lead 
and had clearly broken away from sec- 
ond-placed Adams, who was now 
under some pressure from a charging 
Kling and Batey. 

Kling's solid start netted him fourth 
after the completion of one lap and he 
soon moved to third as he charged up 
the inside of Batey, but the "Yamamon- 








ster" rider would soon fade with trans- 
mission trouble. “I went freewheeling 
into the first corner - that’s where Batey 
got me,” said Kling, who also said he 
wasn’t particularly fond of the track. 
“We still haven't gotten some of our 
parts, so we're using parts from last 
year, just trying to fit the best with the 
best. They're just worn out." Kling was 
forced to use his second engine after 
having his number-one bike blow up in 
practice on Friday. 

By the third lap, the top five had 
opened a margin on the rest of the pack 
and the unfortunate Sadowski had 
pulled off. 

After a disappointing showing in 
qualifying, Graves was running a strong 
fifth, and he would soon move to fourth 
as Kling dropped back. The Yamaha 
rider was doing his best to hold on to ` 
the spot, but Graves made his move to 
fourth as the pair flew into the blazingly 
fast turn nine. Kling managed to hold 
fifth to the finish. 

Oliver's more-than-six-second lead 
was unassailable and the Californian 
rode to his third Willow Springs victory 


in a row. Adams had held second for 
most of the race when a key moment 
came on the last corner of the last lap. 

“I knew I was in third and I thought 
'Curt's going pretty good," said Batey 
with a smile. "But I didn't wanna get 
beat by a mile and I thought it would 
look good if I could just stay close - then 
I could say, "Well, I could've had him...' 


.But it just worked out. We got into nine 


and he was breaking up some of the 
wind for me a little bit so I was able to 
inch a little closer. It definitely wasn't 
close enough that I could have done 
anything and taken a position, but he 
slipped the rear just a little and I hap- 
pened to be there and I thought, *Oh, 
wow, I can't believe this.’ It was so close 
coming down the front straight I didn't 
know which one of us had it." 

Batey did, by half a wheel. 

Despite narrowly losing the runner- 
up spot, Adams was still happy with his 
strong showing. "It went extremely well 
the whole race," said the lanky Californ- 
ian. "I was actually kind of nervous the 
whole time. I think I overrode the bike a 
little bit for the last couple laps and 
made a few mistakes out there. I think 
we'll correct that for the second race." 

Graves, who was battling a shoulder 
injury suffered here several weeks ago 
that made it difficult for him to turn 
bike, rode to fourth after having exerted 
some pressure on Batey in the closing 
stages of the race. Suzuki-mounted Stan- 
ton followed at some distance in sixth, 
with Taylor, Peter Christensen, Glenn 
Szarek and Lance Holst rounding out 
the top 10. 


ROUND TWO 


By virtue of his fouth-place finish in 
the earlier race, Graves would start on 











the outside of the first row and he used 
his position to good advantage, leading 
the pack into turn one. Adams was right 
there with him, as was Kling - hoping 
for a better showing this time out. 

Oliver wasn't so lucky for the second 
start, as all the big-bore machinery pow- 
ered right past him in spite of his pole- 
postion start. "These guys learn fast," 
said Oliver. "With these races I usually 
catch them off guard, like in the first 
race. They were ready this time." 

Left running fourth behind a flying 
Graves, Adams and Kling at the end of 
the first lap, three turns into the subse- 
quent go-around, Oliver passed them all 
at once and led the way through the fast 
back section of the track. 

Adams held true to his word and 
calmed his nerves, quickly taking 
Graves' second-place spot to mount a 
strong challenge for the lead. Just past 
start/finish on the second lap, Adams 
got a huge drive off turn nine to blast by 
Oliver - but only for a brief moment. 
Using,the superior braking capability of 
his lighter machine, he simply out- 
braked the charging big-bore rider into 
turn one. That was it for Oliver, who 
settled into low one-minute, 23-second 
lap times to pull away from the field 
once again. 

Adams' blistering pace was soon 
slowed with tire problems. "Man, we 
were having a good ride, Rich and I," 
said Adams. "And then we must have 
gotten something stuck in the rear tire 
and it started going flat. I thought about 
pulling off, but I really wanted to finish 
in the points so I just tried to stay out as 
long as I could." 

With his non-finish from round one, 
Sadowski returned to start his race from 
the rear of the grid. Early on he looked 
to be on the move as he passed several 
riders a lap, when bad luck struck once 
again. This time it was a broken chain - 
a new item installed just before the race. 

At the front of the pack, Adams was 
still hanging on in the face of serious 
pressure from an on-fire Graves and the 
charging Batey, at least until the sixth 
lap. By the seventh Adams had faded to 
fourth place, while Batey blitzed by 
Graves to take over second behind Oliv- 
er. 

Not one to stand by in the face of stiff 
competition, Graves soon fought back, 
and so began some of the best racing on 
the day. The Graves Motorsports rider 
shadowed Batey as they split backmark- 
ers and pushed their machines to the 
limit. Finally, the passing opportunity 
came as the pair entered turn one and 
Graves' experience at the track paid off 
with a dramatic late-braking move that 
put him into second, where he would 
remain. 

“I didn't have a real good drive out 
of (turn) nine," said Tennesee resident 
Batey. “My pit board said plus one but 
Chuck got a really great drive, so not 
only did I not have a second, he passed 
me. 

"Trey was really hauling ass," said 
Graves succinctly, "putting on a great 
ride." 

Batey tried everything he could to 
get back around, but to no avail, and so 
the top three was set. 

Riding teammate Walt Dorsch's bike, 
Szarek put on a solid charge that saw 
him move past fifth-placed Taylor 
around the fourth lap..“Glenn was hav- 
ing problems with one of our bikes 
today," said team owner Graves, "And 
we had to take Walt off that bike." 

Next to move past the Honda rider 
was Stanton. Taylor tried to fight his 
way by again, but ended his race when 
he left the track in turn six. "I wish I 
could tell you what happened," said the 





slightly dazed but uninjured Taylor. 
"But I just don't know." 

Stanton wasn't able to pass fourth- 
placed Szarek and ended the race in 
fifth. 

Kling's hope for an improved perfor- 
mance in the second race was dashed 
when he noticed something amiss on his 
YZF750-framed Yamaha 1000. “I was 
going through turn eight when my foot 


slipped off the peg," said Kling. ^A radi- 
ator clamp let go and that was it." Kling 
did not finish. 

Suzuki-mounted Chritensen 
improved his first-round performance 
to a sixth, while the troubled Adams 
was seventh. TZ250 rider Roland Sands 
soon followed with Sport Rider editor 
Holst and Mark Miller rounding out the 


top 10. eN

Briefly. 


Rich Oliver earned $5000 for his pair of 
first places finishes in F-USA. Tray Batey's 
solid 2-3. tally netted $2700, while Chuck 
Graves - with his second and fourth - scored 
$2300. 


Fastest qualifier Rich Oliver was.seen with- 
out his trademark glasses in the pits and on 
the race track. "Nine days ago | had laser eye 
surgery in Canada, so l'm still getting used to 
that,” said Oliver. "They should eventually 
get to be 20/10, but that's going to take a 
while." 


After Chuck Sorenson left Team Oliver Yama- 
hà at the end of last season, Oliver drafted 
20-year-old Jason Roth to be the team's 
number-two rider. “I signed him up a couple of 
weeks ago." Oliver said.. "He's really doing 
well. He started doing 35s and now.he's.down 
to 28s." Roth rides Sorenson's '94 TZ250 
chassis with a '96 motor and eventually quali- 
fied 23rd with a 1:26.290 in the windy second 
session. Unfortunately, he crashed, unhurt, in 
the first race and wasn't able to race the sec- 
ond. 


With many teams accustomed to preparing for 
Daytona; still several weeks down the road, 
as their first race of the season, many racers 
were left scrambling to be ready to race at 
Willow Springs. Chris Taylor is racing a 
brand-new 1996 CBR900RR. and was 
wrestling with chassis difficulties. "The first 
time we turned a wheel with this thing was Fri- 
day. This is a brand-new motorcycle from the 
ground up. so you have.to kind of anticipate 
some problems." Taylor's team LaBelle/MVR 
teammate Dave Sadowski was left to ride 
last year's bike due to a mechanical failure on 
his '96 machine. Tray Batey was among 
those wishing for more time, too. "There just 
wasn't enough time to test before coming 
here," said Batey. "We had some bugs to 
work out with the motor." Batey qualified 
fourth on his GSXR-(let's just say it's 
over)1100. 


As one expects at Willow Springs, with the 
afternoon came wind - wind that kept many 
riders from improving their first session quali- 
fying times. Talk to anyone who was at last 
year's race, though, and they were glad to 
suffer it. Sleet fell the morning of the race in 
'95, and the start of round one was delayed 
until after lunch as a result of the foul weather. 


Scott Zampach will be campaigning a 
Saxon Triumph in F-USA, but.not at Willow 
Springs. "No, the Saxon's not here this week- 
end," explained Zampach. "It still has to be

shipped over from England because they were 
all along planning on being at Daytona." 


It seems a last-minute pardon was granted the 
250cc Grand Prix bikes in F-USA. At the 
press conference in Los Angeles several 
months ago announcing the marriage of. F- 
USA and NASB, the inclusion of the quarter- 
liter race bikes seemed doubtful. "We looked 
at it and quite frankly didn't think that the 250s 
would be an issue since we go to. horsepower 
tracks like Road Atlanta, Portland and Brain- 
erd,"- said F-USA President Doug Gonda. “| 
like having them out there." NASB's Roger 
Edmondson said; "Personally, I'd like to see 
it develop. more toward the street-based 
motorcyles, but the other side has its argu- 
ments for keeping them and I: don't have a 
problem with that." So the 250s get to run. 


This was the first test for some of the new 
rules imposed in NASB classes. The Mobil 1 
Triumph Speed Triple Challange, for instance. 
has a 102-horsepower limit that is 
enforced by a Dynojet Dynamometer. 
Lawrence Bolton, the man from Dynojet 
sent to run the equipment, will be going to 90 
percent of the. races and said that the dyno 
used will be the same one transported to all 
the rounds to ensure consistency. Other mea- 
sures taken to ensure reliabilty and fair 
enforcement was the measurment of ambient 
air. temperature and absolute humidity before 
running each bike, as well as ensuring that tire 
pressure had not been altered, which -can 
affect the figures generated’ by as much as 
four horsepower. 


After an injury-plagued '95 season David 
Sadowski returned to racing and quickly 
found himself on the pace, qualifying third. 
“I'm starting to feel comfortable again. It's 
been nine months since I've been in race 
mode. .Mentally | feel good. physically | feel 
good, it's just going, to take some seat time 
for me to get completely comfortable.” 


Doug Polen madé his first race appearance 
on.1996 as a new team owner. So new, in 
fact, that the two-time World Superbike Cham- 
pion didn't even have time. to get his truck 
painted - it ‘still featured the previous owner's 
watercraft-racing colors, sporting a big Sea- 
Doo on either side as well as the team name. 
"Two' weeks ago the bikes showed up,” said 
Polen, sporting his sponsor's - TPN. - colors. 
“The truck came from Asheville, North Caroli- 
na, to the shop in Denton (Texas). They loaded 
everything up and boogied." And what is TPN, 
you ask? The People's Network, for which 
Polen has become an independent distributor, 
is a satellite television network that features 
eight hours.a day of noted motivational speak- 
ers for $50 a mohth.

ate arriving fans that came to Wil- 

low Springs International race- 
L way for the first round of the 
Mobil 1 Triumph Speed Triple Chal- 
lange might have been just a little bit 
confused. What they would have heard 
was the annoucer explaining how Scott 
Zampach and Tripp Nobles were bat- 
tling tooth and nail for the lead position, 
drafting and passing each other and 
explaining how smooth riding was the 
key to success in a spec class like this. It 
would have been easy to think that they 
were racing 883s. 

They weren’t. What they were racing 
in was America’s newest spec racing 
class featuring the Triumph Speed 
Triple, with strict rules governing allow- 
able modifications and a limit of 102 
horsepower. Rules are enforced by a 
Dynojet dynamometer that will travel to 
every round. The class was well 
received, and the tight rules provided 
close racing for most of the race; that is 
until Zampach finally made his break at 
just around halfway. After a fourth- 
place start, Zampach worked his was 
past both Lance Holst and Nobles, the 
pair having indulged in a lead-trading 
frenzy during the early stages of the 
race. Nobles mounted a strong challenge 
for a time, but Zampach was able to 
break away from the pack, dropping his 
lap times nearly a second in the process, 
to pull away for the series-opening win 
on the windy race track. 

Leading the way off the line was for- 
mer World Superbike racer Nobles, with 
Lance Holst, David McGrath and Zam- 
pach following. Nobles’ lead was short- 
lived, though, as Willow Springs regular 
Holst quickly shot to the lead through 
turn three. Four turns later, Nobles 
returned the favor, only to have Holst 
wrest the lead right back through turn 
nine - only Nobles made it by again, 
drafting Holst down the front straight. 

By this time Zampach was running a 
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RO! Triumph Speed Triple Challenge.

lonely fourth behind McGrath, followed 
at some distance by Ben Welch and 
James Hanrahan in fifth and sixth, 
respectively. 

But what had at first appeared to be a 
comfortable hold on third for McGrath 
was quickly eaten up by a flying Zam- 
pach, who just a lap later cut up the 
inside of both Holst and Nobles to take 
his place at the front.

“We softened the front (fork) and it 
shook really bad,” said Nobles. 

Zampach quickly recovered the lead 
he would hold to the end. And while 
Nobles tried to make up the ground, he 
couldn’t - and he still had to contend 
with Holst. 

“I tried there for a little bit,” said 
Nobles, “but too many changes were 
made and the bike kind of started shak- 
ing its head while I was up near Scott.

,eam Moto Liberty's Masahiro 
T lizuka seemed like a shoo-in at 

the close of the windy qualifying 
session on Saturday afternoon. After all, 
he was nearly a half-second faster than 
number-two man Roland Sands, and 
has proven himself incredibly fast on 
the little eighth-liter machines. But for 
round one of International GP racing, 
held between Formula USA rounds on a 
windy Sunday afternoon, it was neither 
Iizuka nor the determined Sands who 











stood atop the victory podium. Instead, 
it was Vista, California's, Kevin Murray. 

At the start of the race things looked 
good for Iizuka, even if Murray was 
able to mosey away with the holeshot. 
The Japanese rider went quickly to work 
and was able to move past in turn nine. 
Murray tried to retort in turn one but 
couldn’t make the move stick. 

The lead pair started to break away a 
bit from Sands, who had suffered from a 
poor launch. 

“Man, I got worked on the start," 
said Sands. Wesley Totsubo and Vicky 
Jackson-Bell followed. 

By lap three, Iizuka stretched his way 
to a near-three-second lead and looked 
good for a comfortable win. Near the 
end of the lap, however, something 
went wrong for the HRC-backed rider 
as he lost his lead in turn seven to Mur- 
ray. 

Y izuka was going too fast into the 
corners," said Murray. "And I'd just do 
my own thing and beat him on the way 
out." 

Murray was indeed riding impres- 
sively, but what he probably didn't 
know was that lizuka had lost his 
silencer and was trying to compensate 
for his sudden lack of power. That was 
it for Iizuka, and though he would try 
everything he could to make up for the 


lack of power, he ultimately finished in 
the runner-up spot some seven seconds 
behind Murray. 

Two Brothers Racing’s Totsubo fin- 
ished a surprise third, though he was 
hoping for better. 

"]t turned out a lot better than I 
thought,” said the surprised Totsubo. “I 
don't know what happened to Roland 
(Sands). I hoped he would pull me 
along to catch Iizuka.” 

Sands couldn't do it though, because 
he, too, had suffered from a broken 
exhaust. 

"The grommet on the pipe broke," 
said Sands, who pulled off around the 
seventh lap. “After that I had no motor - 
that sucked, man." 

Behind Totsubo came Vicky Jackson- 
Bell, finishing a solid fourth with Joji 
Tokumoto rounding out the top five. €N

By Scott Rousseau 





ach running of the Daytona 200 

brings with it a lot of "ifs." 

For example: If your name is 

Scott Russell and you are looking for 

another victory, then it might not pay to 

have a first-row start for the 55th run- 

ning of the most prestigious event in 
American motorcycling. 

Judging by his performances in the 
“big one" during the past two years, it 
seems as though the former AMA 
National and World Superbike Champi- 
on can't do well unless he has some sort 
of handicap to overcome. A mechanical 
failure in one of the Twin 50s put Russell 
in 64th place on the grid in 1994, but he 
stormed through the field anyway to 
claim the sécond 200 victory of his 
career. Russell returned to Daytona in 
1995 and simply outdid himself by drop- 
ping his Muzzy Kawasaki on the second 
lap of the race, picking it up, and then 
charging from well down in the stand- 
ings to claim the lead on the 20th lap and 
run virtually uncontested to win number 
three. 

God only knows what might happen 
this year. Will Russell don his helmet 15 
minutes after the start of the race and 
then attempt to run down the competi- 
tion in order to keep things interesting? 
Not likely, because if the man they call 
^Mr. Daytona" is to win on the high 
banks this year, then he must arguably 
do so with more than one handicap: a 
brand-new motorcycle, and the pressure 
of making motorcycle racing history. 

While pre-race testing of the com- 
pletely redesigned Suzuki GSXR750-T 
has gone well - Russell was little more 
than a second off the fast time set by Pro- 
motor Ducati rider Mike Hale during the 
Michelin tire test held at the Speedway 
in December - there is undoubtedly ‘still

much to be learned about the brand-new 
machine, especially under the unique 
and rigorous strain that the 
sprint/endurance nature of the 200 
places on equipment. 

As if coming to the big show on a 
new motorcycle weren't enough, the 
added weight of a potential milestone - 
possibly being the first man to win the 
event four times and the first to claim 
three-straight Daytona 200 wins - could 
bring even more pressure to bear. A vic- 
tory at this year's event would forever 
emblazon Russell's name in the history 
books, allowing him to stand head and 
shoulders above such other racing greats 
as three-time winners Dick Klamfoth 
(1949, '51 & '52), Brad Andres (1955, '59 
& '60), Roger Reiman (1961, '64 & '65) 
and Kenny Roberts (1978,83 & '84). 

So what if a fourth win for Russell 
isn't in the cards? If "Mr. Daytona" fails 
to get the job done, then who will? Take 
your pick. Some 20 factory riders from 
six different manufacturers are slated to 
be on the grid when the green flag 
drops. In theory, each of them will have 
a better-than-average shot at claiming 
victory. 

But the key to the winner's circle may 
lie not in the ability of the riders or the 
marques they ride into battle, but in the 
most crucial factor affecting all who will 
turn a wheel on the Speedway tarmac - 
tire wear. The annual Dunlop and 
Michelin tire tests conducted by the vari- 
ous teams at Daytona late in '95 may 
have shed a little light on the matter. 
Riders testing Michelin rubber turned 
quicker lap times, with Promotor Ducati 
stablemates Hale and Troy Corser dip- 
ping into the 1:49s, but the Michelins fal- 
tered in the durability department as no 
rider was able to go the required dis- 
tance between gas stops (about 20 laps) 
without experiencing tire-wear prob-

lems. On the other hand, the best lap 
time set by the fastest Dunlop-shod 
rider, Muzzy Kawasaki's Anthony Gob- 
ert, was actually 0.13 seconds slower 
than Russell's third-fastest clocking of 
1:50.60 on Michelins. But the Dunlops 
were said to still be looking and feeling 
good after running pit-stop distance. 
Then again, nobody will know what all 
of this means for sure until the race is 
actually underway

Russell 
will run on Michelin tires. 

Suzuki's Daytona 200 assault doesn't 
stop there. Its all-new World Superbike 
team, also using Michelins, will consist 
of reigning Australian Superbike Cham- 
pion Kirk McCarthy, who is making the 
switch from a Honda RC45. Former 
Grand Prix-riding Englishman John 
Reynolds, who finished 10th in the 1995 
World Superbike standings aboard a 
Reve-backed Kawasaki, is also on the 
squad and looking for a good result in 
the 200. 





Suzuki's three-man AMA Superbike 
arm will consist of Yoshimura Suzuki 
riders Pascal Picotte, Aaron Yates and 
Matt Mladin. Former Canadian Super- 
bike Champion Picotte will be gunning 
for a Daytona 200 victory on his third 
different brand in three years, having 
jumped ship from the Fast By Ferracci 
Ducati to the Muzzy Kawasaki to the 
Yoshimura ride for the ‘96 season. Yates, 
a Team Suzuki Sport support rider in the 
750cc Supersport wars prior to this year, 
is looking forward to getting his first full 
season in America’s premier road racing 
class started off on a positive note. The 
Ausralian-born Mladin has an Aus- 
tralian National Superbike crown to his 
credit and has spent time aboard a Cagi- 
va in the Grands Prix, but serious injury 
and difficulties with his former employ- 
ers have left him scrambling to regain 
solid footing in the world of road racing. 
At Daytona, Mladin will be hungry to 
prove that he has what it takes to beat

the likes of marquis 
Aussie homeboys like 
Gobert and Corser - 
both of whom he used 
to defeat on a regular 
basis in Australia. 
Unlike their interna- 
tional associates, the 
Yoshimura Suzuki 
team will be using 
Dunlop tires. 

The greatest threat 
to Russell’s throne 
could conceivably 
come from his former 
team, the three-rider 
Muzzy Kawasaki 
squad headed by 
bright star Anthony 
Gobert. The hard-rid- 
ing young Australian, 
and World Superbike 
contender, led several 


laps and remained in the hunt for a 
podium finish before crahing out of con- 
tention on the 50th circuit in the '95 race. 
If he can keep the wheels in line this 
year, he may just have the inside track to 
victory. One of Gobert's teammates who 
could be considered a dark-horse pick 
for the 96 Daytona 200 victory is none 
other than former AMA Superbike 
Champion Doug Chandler, who returns 
to the Muzzy team for which he won the 
National title in 1990. After a disappoint- 
ing and injury-plagued year with the 
Harley-Davidson factory team in 1995, 
the former factory Cagiva GP contender 
may find that his familiarity with the 
team could be just what he needs to refo- 
cus his career. Gobert and Chandler are 
joined by former Fast by Ferracci team- 
ster Mike Smith, who has yet to win an 
AMA Superbike National. The Muzzy 
Kawasakis are set to wear Dunlop tires. 
Smokin’ Joe’s Racing comes to the 
Daytona 200 with reigning AMA Super- 
bike Champion Miguel DuHamel and 
former Canadian National Champion 
Steve Crevier. DuHamel knows what it 
takes to win at Daytona, having notched 
a victory in the 1991 edition of the race 
on a Commonwealth Racing RC30, the 
last time a Honda claimed the event win. 
He was knocked out of the running last 
year after a turn-one crash on lap 18, but 
DuHamel certainly picked up the pieces 
as he went on to claim six National event 
wins en route to the series champi- 
onship. With a year’s worth of develop- 
ment making the RC45 a formidable 
weapon, DuHamel could get off to an 
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even faster start in "96. Crevier is making 
the switch to the RC45 after a two-year 
stint aboard a Muzzy Kawasaki. Like his 
teammate, the Canadian rider was run- 
ning strong in the 1995 Daytona 200 
before tangling with Mike Smith and 
Mike Hale, and exiting the race. He is, 
no doubt, anxious to give his new 
employers a much better result this year. 
Smokin' Joe's plans to ride high on Dun- 
lops. 

Shooting star Mike Hale and 1994 
AMA Superbike Champion Troy Corser 
make up the Promotor Ducati team that 
just might give the Italian marque its 
first-ever Daytona 200 win. Hale bagged 
a 12th-place finish at Daytona in '95 after 
being involved in a three-rider melee 
while riding for Smokin' Joe's Racing 
and then went on to win two AMA 
Nationals and lead the series points 
chase for much of the year before finish- 
ing right behind DuHamel in the final 


tally. Now a World Superbike contender, 
Hale scorched the Speedway with the 
fastest preseason testing time, a 1:49.48. 
It speaks well of his abilities and his 
chances at giving his former employers - 
and the rest of the competition - a seri- 
ous headache at this year's event. But do 
that, he may have to butt heads directly 
with his Australian teammate Corser, 
who had a stellar year in the United 
States two years ago that culminated in a 
National title. And remember that Cors- 
er might well have won the Daytona 200 
in 1995 had it not been for a mechanical 
failure that took him out of the running 
on only the 14th lap. If his motorcycle 
stays together down the stretch, then 
Corser could add his name to the roll 
call of winners. Both riders are serious 
contenders who will be competing on 
Michelin tires. 

After having a banner 1994 season 
followed by a rather lean '95, Ducati 
team owner Eraldo Ferracci will be fac- 
ing a rebuilding year in 1996, and he 
appears to have a lot of raw talent to 
work with in young riders Larry Pegram 
and Shawn Higbee. Pegram did double 
duty in 1995, splitting his time between 
Erion Racing Honda CBR600F3s and 
900RRs on the AMA road racing circuit 
and an Eaken Racing Harley-Davidson 
XR750 in the AMA Grand National 
Championship Series. Pegram has 
shown that he has the talent to get the 
job done, but his youthful exuberance 
has cost him many a shot at victory. As 
the 23-year-old matures, he could be one 
to watch. Higbee steps onto the team

crown. Maybe it's six-time champion Scott Parker who best sums up the importance of the the first race of the year. 

“If Daytona was so important, then the guy who won the race would go on to win the championship every year,” says Parker, who has not won the 
event in the six years that it has headed up the series schedule and yet still claimed more than his fair share of championships. 

But if its importance within the context of the championship points chase is subject to argument, then so be it. For the Daytona Short Track has always 
been an animal unto itself. Not unlike the days when the series used to kick off in the Houston Astrodome, Daytona seems to attract practically every 600- 
riding Expert in the country - many of them short track specialists who are never seen or heard from for the rest of the year - to contest it. The narrow- 
grooved quarter mile creates a rather level-playing field for the 80-100 riders who attempt to qualify for the 60 spots in the program, making a good start 
of paramount importance. Getting that all-important scratch off the line could mean all the difference between winning and running last. 

Even so, it has been the Grand National regulars who have held a lock on the top spot of the Day- 
tona Short Track podium, and this year’s crop appears set to once again defend the honor of the tour- 
ing pros over the one-hit wonders looking to strike gold. Even with former two-time winner Carr 
electing, to stay off the Municipal Stadium dirt this year, there may still be three riders with a better- 
than-average shot at taking top honors. At least a couple of them will be shooting for victory number 
two, 

Oklahoman Ronnie Jones, the Loral Lake Racing-backed veteran who claimed retirement at the 
end of the 1995 season, will be one of them. Jones has been a threat for the win on several occasions 
since winning the event in 1991, including a third-place finish just last year. He will be tough. 

And there’s no reason to count out 1995 surprise winner Brett Landes of Team Undo either. The 
young, Californian scored the first and only Grand National win of his career at Daytona and then 
went on only to be plagued with injury for much of the rest of the season. Landes will be healthy 
again at Daytona and looking to be the first rider in Daytona Short Track history to notch back-to-back 
wins. 

The veteran core may produce a winner as well. Bartels’ H-D's Jay Springsteen, TCR rider Will 
Davis, USC Racing’s short track veteran Terry Poovey and Parker all have realistic chances at the win. 

But the rider to watch may be Rich King, who will be making his first appearance for Team Sad- 
dlemen. The hard-working Iowan deserves the nod for one reason and one reason only. King has 
gone against the nonchalant attitude that most of the other Grand National competitors harbor for the 
race and has made no secret of his strong desire to win it. 

^| really want to win Daytona," says King, who finished second for the Garvis Honda team at 
Municipal Stadium in 1995. “I always seem to go good there, but something dumb always happens, 
and we just miss it. But it would be a really great to get off to a good start for my new team.” 

Like the rest of the contenders, King certainly has the talent to get the job done. Whether or not he 
will have the necessary luck is quite another thing. Maybe this will be the year that Rich King rolls a 
seven.

awasaki Motor Corporation 

recently hosted its world press 

introduction of the company's 

complete line of Vulcan cruisers in 
San Diego, California, and without a 
doubt, the bike that stole the show was 
| the all-new Vulcan 1500 Classic. 

The big, low and long Classic is 
Kawasaki's answer to Yamaha's newest 
entry into the heavy-metal cruiser mar- 
ket, the 1300cc Royal Star. Like the Royal 














Star, the 1500cc Vulcan Classic exudes 
nostalgia with its 1940-50s styling, much 
of which has to do with its low seat 
height, lengthy wheelbase, fat tires, 16- 
inch spoked wheels, long-flared fenders, 
large chassis, tank-mounted speedo, 
round and chromed air-filter cases and its 
monstrous V-twin, eight-valve, water- 
cooled engine. Not to mention, beautiful 
paint (Sunbeam Red /Ebony or Pearl 
Alpine white/Pearl Chateau gray to 
choose from) and glossy finish. 

The big Vulcan Classic did share some 
of the spotlight in San Diego with its 
diminutive brother, the new Vulcan 800 
Classic, based on the Vulcan 800 that 
made its debut just last year. The same 
Vulcan 800 returns for '96 with new col- 
ors, but the 800 Classic features similar 
bebop styling and performance mods to 
that of the new 1500 Classic. The quickest 
way to tell the 800 and 1500 Classics apart 
is the rear suspension. The 800 Classic 
features the “hard-tail” look with its sin- 
gle-shock suspension and chain-driven 
systems, while its beefier brother boasts 
dual shocks and shaft drive. There are 
many other differences, but they are more 
subtle. - 

Kawasaki remained faithful to its orig- 
inal Vulcan models by keeping the more 
custom-looking and less expensive 1500, 
1500L, 750, 500 and 500 LTD cruisers in 
its lineup, making eight Vulcans in all to 
choose from. 

But it was the 1500 and 800 Classics 
that motorcycle journalists from around 
the world came to see and ride. 

The heart of the 1500 Classic is its big, 
water-cooled, 1470cc, SOHC, V-twin 
engine, designed to produce ample 
torque for “easy and relaxed riding,” not 
to mention provide “powerful exhaust 
sound quality.” To maintain that classic 
look of the early ‘50s when water-cooling 
was only a dream, Kawasaki went to 















great lengths to make the Vulcan’s radia- 
tor as inconspicuous as possible, and did 
so by flush-mounting the radiator 
between the frame’s two front down- 
tubes, and incorporating fins into the 
cylinder jugs. Big, round and chromed 
air-filter covers grace each side of the 
motorcycle (the 800 Classic has just one 
case on the right side of the bike). 

To give the 1500 Classic that big, cruis- 
er feeling, Kawasaki squeezed out every 
ounce of torque possible from the Clas- 
sic’s huge motor. As a result, Kawasaki

went to a four-valve-per-cylinder concept 
and increased the intake- and exhaust- 
efficiency ratios, while going to a fairly 
low 8.6:1 compression ratio. A Pentroof- 
type combustion chamber was adopted to 
achieve maximum combustion efficiency, 
and one CVK40 Keihin carburetor han- 
dles both cylinders. Kawasaki claims that 
the 1500 Classic produces more than 90 
foot-pounds of torque at 3000 rpm. As for 
those numbers, we have to take Kawasa- 
ki's word for it, but we do know that after 
riding the 1500 Classic for the first time 
that the bike does, in fact, produce 
healthy torque, and accelerates nicely. 

In order to achieve the "easy and 
relaxed riding" that Kawasaki engineers 
promised, and to enhance that big-bike 
torquey feel, the 1500 Vulcan Classic is 
equipped with an extra-large flywheel 
and. a four-speed, extra-wide-gear-ratio 
transmission. Second, third and fourth 
gears are taller for less revs at highway 
speeds. Plus, counterbalancers and spe-

cial engine mounts are 
used to squelch vibration. 
We can tell you now 
that Kawasaki lived up to 
its promise when it comes 
to easy and relaxed riding. 
The combination of the 
Classic's heavy flywheel, 
wider gear ratios and the 
engine's massive displace- 
ment, makes the big Vul- 
can a joy to ride. We spent 
uite a bit of time cruising 
the city streets of San 
Diego in stop-and-go traf- 








fic, the kind of traffic you normally try to 
avoid, but on the 1500 Classic it can be 
quite fun. From stoplight to stoplight, you 
can hardly resist the temptation to grab a 
quick handful of throttle at slow speeds 
and in a higher-than-practical gear, so 
you can feel the torque. And waiting at 
the stop-lights it's aean impossible to 
rebuff the urge to blip the throttle now 
and then. The bike will turn heads. 

Even on the highway the 1500 Classic 
is quite comfortable, as the motor happily 
throbs along at 60 mph while turning 
over a low 2500 rpm. 

Power and torque aren't the only 
things that tempt you to open 'er up - so 
does the way it sounds. The twin 
chromed pipes produce a low, Harley- 
Davidson-like note, and Kawasaki engi- 
neers have managed to keep engine noise 
down to a minimum so as not to interfere 
with the Classic’s deep exhaust resonance. 

Changing gears is sweet and simple 
on the Classic, though the heal shifter was 
a little awkward to operate. 


As far as comfort, the low and wide 
1500 Classic is quite tolerable, even with 
its slightly leaned-back riding position, 
which is fine for short jaunts around 
town but not so ideal for serious touring. 
Your lower back and forearms will even- 
tually feel the strain of counteracting 
oncoming wind that pounds the rider’s 
chest and stomach at highway speeds. 
Nevertheless, the 1500 Classic is one of 
the most comfortable cruisers we've ever 
ridden. The seat is wide and low, making 
it easy to plant both your feet solidly on 
the ground at intersections, and the han- 
dlebars are spaced just wide enough to 








feel “cool” yet still feel in control. The 
rider’s feet rest on large floorboards that 
easily kiss the pavement while leaned 
over in the turns. 

Despite offering only 3.4 inches of rear 
wheel travel, the big Classic rides quite 
well and can even plow through nasty 
potholes without blowing you out of the 
seat. The front and rear disc brakes are 
powerful and are quite capable of hauling 
in the 700-plus-pound motorcycle from 
high speeds. The bike also resists rear 
wheel chirping when downshifting 
through the gears. 

Low-speed handling is extremely 
good. The big Classic doesn’t have the 
tendency to wobble as you approach 
stalling speeds, and you can usually bal- 
ance for a few seconds before having to 
put a foot down. 

The smaller 800 Classic feels, overall, 
very similar to the 1500, but, of course, 
doesn’t have the torque or the accelera- 
tion of its bigger brother. It also doesn’t 
have that meaty sound but is close 


enough. Still, the 800’s water-cooled, 
805cc, SOHC, eight-valve, single-carb 
engine produces good power and enough 
torque to keep even the hard-core cruiser 
happy. 

However, the 800 is more nimble and 
agile through the corners than the 1500 
and, like the 1500, it doesn’t take much 
effort to scrape the footpegs. 

Kawasaki offers custom-fit accessories 
for both the new Classics, including 
windscreens, leather saddlebags, back- 
rests, leather tool rolls that mount to the 
backrests, engine guards, rear racks and 
driving light bars. N

m 
t was a sight for sore eyes: Smokin' Joe's Honda team owner Martin Adams - on his 
knees and begging. 

"Please, Paul, don't pick Miguel to win the championship when you do your pre- 
dictions next year," Adams implored after the checkered flag had fallen on the 1995 
AMA Superbike National Championship, a series that was dominated by Adams’ 
Camel-backed team of Miguel DuHamel and Mike Hale. 

Apparently, it had come to this: My predictions had become so appalling that team 
owners were now begging me not to pick their riders, afraid of the dreaded Carruthers 
Curse that had tormented my last two champion-to-be picks, Kevin Magee (1994) and 
Mike Smith (1995). 

Okay, so I screwed up again. Mike Smith didn't win the 1995 AMA Superbike 
National Championship as I so boldly predicted in this very space a year ago. In what 
was a complete reversal of the 1994 season, it was the Fast By Ferracci Ducati squad 
that floundered while the Smokin' Joe's team prospered. Go figure. 

Let's take a closer look at how my forecasts from 1995 turned out. And, naturally, 
my excuses as to why they didn't pan out as predicted. 








Fact: Mike Smith didn't win the championship, so we know my first pick was way 
off. Smith ended up seventh in the points chase. Excuse: I'll still argue that Smith is the 
FMTNWAN (Fastest Man To Never Win A National). 


Fact: What I thought was a sure bet for second in the title chase also ended up back- 
firing on me. do ruined Jamie James' run in '95 and he ended up missing four races, 
dropping to 14th in the standings. Excuse: Hey, he was hurt. Enough said. 


Fact: Miguel DuHamel ended up the AMA Superbike National Champion in 1995, 
winning a whopping six straight races, thus bettering my prediction of a third-place 
finish. Excuse: I was premature in thinking that the Honda RC45 was the NR500 of the 
'90s. 


Fact: Freddie Spencer squeaked into the top 10 in 1995, finishing the year as the 
ninth-ranked rider. Excuse: Hey, I prefaced my Spencer pick with the following, and I 
‘quote: “If his heart is in it, Spencer could very well end up winning the AMA Super- 
bike National Championship... If he loses interest, he could end up back in Louisiana 
by the time the series reaches the halfway point." Spencer had enough heart to win a 
National, but not enough to give it his all in each and every race. 


Fact: Tom Kipp didn't finish fifth as predicted. He ended hp third. Excuse: I said by 
season's end he'd be a regular top-three finisher. I just didn't think season's end would 
come so quickly. 


Fact: Ouch. Doug Chandler and the Harley-Davidson VR1000 dropped to 15th in 
the final standings, nine places lower than I predicted. Excuse: Chandler's season was 
ruined with a broken collarbone in the very first race. After that, he struggled with 
everything from sticking throttles to the VR1000's on-going reliability problems. He 
also suffered from a lack of motivation, and for that there's no excuse. 


Fact: Mike Hale didn't make mistakes, he wasn't your typical rookie, and he ended 
up second in the series - not seventh as I predicted. Excuse: I made my predictions long 
before I realized that all future World Champions will come from racing ill-handling, 
clapped-out Harley-Davidson street bikes. 

Fact: Takahiro Sohwa didn't finish in the top 10. Takahiro Sohwa finished 21st. 
Excuse: The way I look at it, if you're sitting on a Fast By Ferracci Ducati and you have 
a pulse, you should finish in the top 10. 

, Fact: Pascal Picotte didn't finish ninth as predicted, he finished sixth. Excuse: I think 
somebody flopped the 6, turning it into a 9. 

Fact: Thomas Stevens finished 10th in 1995. I picked Thomas Stevens to finish 10th 
in 1995. Excuse: Damn, I'm good. 

Fact: Dale Quarterley makes me look stupid every year. For 1995, I picked him to 
finish outside the top 10 and he ended up fifth. Excuse: Dale gains inspiration from 
making me look like an idiot, so I humor him. 

Fact: Fred Merkel finished fourth in 1995. I said he'd fail to find the inspiration to 
push the old Suzuki around fast enough to finish higher. Excuse: I didn't know the real 
Fred Merkel. 

Fact: Steve Crevier finished eighth in the title chase. I said he wouldn't make the top 
10. Excuse: Somebody had to go out of the top 10; I just goofed in making one of those 
people Crevier. 

Okay, so 1995 is history and - good or bad - so are those picks. Here are my 1996 
picks, with apologies to Mr. Adams. 








1. Miguel DuHamel - #1 - Age: 27 
Hometown: Montreal, Canada 
Team: Smokin' Joe's Honda 

Best result in 1995: 1st (Mid-Ohio, Road 
America, Loudon, Brainerd, Gateway 
and Sears Point) 


his is the easiest selection to win the 

AMA Superbike National Champi- 

onship since Doug Polen (which, 
incidentally, was the last time this pick 
was correct). DuHamel dominated the 
1995 season, and thus far in 1996 he’s been 
able to one-up his AMA competition in 
preseason testing. To make matters worse 
for the rest, the Honda RC45 will also be 
better in 1996, with chassis refinements 
and more horsepower. 

DuHamel is not only the best rider, but 
he’s also getting smarter all the time. He 
doesn't win qualifying, but he wins races. 
He’s also on what is arguably the best 
team in AMA racing and - remarkable as 
it may seem considering the tough time 
the machine had early on - he may just 
have the best bike. That's a combination 
that's difficult to beat. It won't happen in 
1996. 


2. Doug Chandler - #10 - Age: 30 
Hometown: Salirras, California 
Team: Muzzy Kawasaki 
Best result in 1995: 7th (Gateway) 


up a notch or two and give DuHamel 
a run in 1996, that rider is Doug Chan- 
dler. If we disregard what Chandler did 
last year on the Harley-Davidson 
VR1000 and think back to his years in 
Grand Prix racing and AMA Superbike 
racing, the Californian has accomplished 
more in road racing than any of his 
AMA rivals.

staff has to do in order to prepare 

for the annual Daytona preview 
issue, this was the one job that I person- 
ally tried to put off the longest. 

Having been a relative newcomer to 
the inside workings of the AMA Grand 
National Championship Series last year, 
I deferred to my departing colleague 
Donn Maeda to handle the tough chore 
of predicting who would be hot and 
who would not during the 1995 dirt 
track season. After missing the boat mis- 
erably in 1993 and 1994, Maeda would 
get one last chance to redeem himself 
before passing the torch that I must now 
unwillingly carry. Donn elected to play 
it safe, tabbing five-time Grand National 
Champion Scott Parker as the man to 
beat in '95. I guess he figured that he'd 
gone out on the proverbial limb enough 
to know better, and selecting the factory 
Harley rider was the only logical alter- 
native. 

He was booed. and jeered for not tak- 
ing a chance, but in his defense, Maeda 
was right. Parker not only clinched the 
title two races before the end of the 
series, but he equaled his own personal 
record of 10 wins in a single season to 
up his record-setting career Grand 
National victory tally to 70; along the 
way, the Michigan rider gave his long- 
time tuner and friend Bill Werner over 
100 Grand National victories as a 
mechanic. And Maeda also covered his 
own butt quite nicely with his wild-card 
picks. Although '93 champion Ricky 
Graham was, not surprisingly, AWOL 
from the series, Maeda's other two jok- 
ers, the hard-riding Rich King and 1992 
champion Chris Carr, held up their end 
of the deal in a big way by nailing down 
second and third place in the series after 
battling Parker and each other almost all 
the way to the wire. From there, you 
might say that old Donn fell off the 
groove a bit as his hopes for several of 
the series' younger stars like Brett Lan-

des, Ken Coolbeth and Larry Pegram 
went unfulfilled. : 

So now it's my turn. 

It's easy to sit back and laugh at 
someone else's attempt to produce a 
credible top 10 list, but when the shoe is 
on the other foot and the pressure is on, 
you'd be surprised at how little fun this 
job really is. But it's my responsibility 
now, and I'm going to do the best that I 
can with it: And like it or not, I’m going 
to start my run as the Cycle News dirt 
track editor/idiot prognosticator guy 
with a very safe pick. 

Scott Parker is going to win an 
unprecedented seventh Grand National 
title. Parker will be the only factory- 
backed rider on the circuit, and he will 
once again have the talented Werner in 
his corner. Separate the two and they 
might be harmless enough, but com- 
bined, the pair have shown time and 
time again that they have the dedication 
and ability to beat the competition into 
the ground. 

But it won't be easy. The 1996 season 
could well be remembered as the year of 
the privateer thanks to two contributing 
factors: 1) Several of the privateer teams 
have made serious headway in their off- 
season efforts to secure more lucrative 
sponsorship deals. All of this off-season 
racing will undoubtedly yield better 
programs and thus better racing. It 
should be quite visible from the stands, 
too, as more professional-looking rigs 
invade the Grand National pit areas this 
summer. 2) The younger generation is 
coming on strong. In a time when 
detractors argue that the growth of dirt 
track racing has stagnated, several new 
young stars emerged during the ‘95 sea- 
son to give the veterans fits. New riders 
like Kevin Varnes, Mike Hacker and Joe 
Kopp were at or near the top of the 
podium throughout the year. Look for it 
to happen again in 1996. Donn Maeda 
was not wrong in predicting the chang- 
ing of the guard, just a little premature.

I know I can win, but I've got to 
be more consistent. I ran in the top 10 
eight times last year, but I also missed 
three main events." Coming into the 
season with a bit more confidence 
should help Varnes make them all this 
year. And it will improve his final 
result.

He’s not lacking in skill, 
according to Adkins, but rather in the 
ability to read and interpret what is 
actually happening on the race track. If 
he can do that, Coolbeth will finish no 
lower than ninth.

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INTERVIEW 





ith 30-some years of snow- 
mobile and motorcycle rac- 
ing experience behind him, 
silver-haired Gary Mathers 
has seen a lot. As the racing manager of 
Team Kawasaki (1979-1985) and the cur- 
rent racing boss for American Honda, 
the list of riders whose contracts have 
floated across his desk reads like a 
who's who of motorcycle racing: Eddie 
Lawson, Wayne Rainey, Fred Merkel, 
Jeff Stanton, Rick Johnson, Jean-Michel 
Bayle, Ricky Graham, Bubba Shobert... 
and the list goes on. That doesn't 
include the men who raced his snowmo- 
biles when he was the manager of the 
Polaris racing team in the late ‘60s. And 
he has stories about all of them - some 
he’s willing to tell, others he keeps close 
to his chest. 

Today he’s responsible for Honda’s 
racing efforts in the United States and 
what an effort it is. Last year Honda 
chased five AMA National Champi- 
onships. Guess what? They came back 
to Torrance, California, with all five. 
Honda’s MX team won both the 125 
(Steve Lamson) and 250cc (Jeremy 
McGrath) National Motocross Champi- 
onships in addition to the AMA Super- 
cross crown (McGrath). In road racing, 
Smokin’ Joe’s Racing’s Miguel DuHamel 
won both the 600cc Supersport and 





AMA Superbike National Champi- 
onship. Not a bad season. 

To waffle on about Mathers would be 
to waste space. It’s far better to let the 
man speak for himself. Cycle News 
caught up with Mathers in the weeks 
leading up to Camel Motorcycle Week 
in Daytona... 


Are you still involved in rider con- 
tracts? 

Yes, I do all the rider contracts. We initi- 
ate them here, and if it’s something 
that's different from what we've done in 
the past then we have to go to legal and 
get approval from them. Then it goes 
through Ray (Blank, Mathers's boss), 
and if he wants to go higher with it then 
he does that. We get approval across the 
board and then we do it. 

The planning starts with me. I try to 
get input from the mechanics and other 
people on different riders. I go to meet- 
ings and it's Ray Blank and Mr. 
Nagashima, Mr. Kuroda. We have 
sometimes, six, eight, 10 meetings. We 
usually establish a priority list of who 
we'd like to have, and we start down the 
list. 

How long is Smokin' Joe's contract 
with Honda? 

We don't have a contract with Smokin 
Joe's. The contract is with Martin

Adams. Martin is still the team owner 
like he always has been. We have an 
agreement with Martin Adams and he 
has one with Smokin' Joe's. He ends up 
being the go-between, but he's still the 
team owner. The team is still Common- 
wealth Racing, but because there's been 
so many names he's just decided to 
drop Commonwealth from the name. 
Would there be a Honda road race 
team of this magnitude without 
Camel? 

I'm not in a good position to answer 
that, but I don't think so. I don't think it 
would be this big. We got into this thing 
as an experiment to see if we could actu- 
ally support an outside team, and have 
an outside team owner. We had to see 
how it would work out. We did the 
same thing in motocross with teams like 
Pro Circuit. The thing with Martin has 
just really worked out. I can't see it 
being this big if we didn't have Martin - 
I would guess not. 

There are still a handful of racers out 
there campaigning the Grand National 
Championship on Honda equipment. 
Are there any plans to help those 
Honda-using dirt track racers, especial- 
ly in regard to contingencies? 

No. There are no plans to do anything in 
dirt track. 

Sticking to dirt track racing for a 














moment, Ricky Graham was fielded in 
both the Daytona 200 and in the Day- 
tona Short Track on a Smokin’ Joe's- 
backed Honda in 1994. Were there ever 
any plans for that relationship to ĉon- 
tinue at that time? 

We talked about that in the beginning, 
when we agreed to running him on the 
road racer at Daytona. The original plan 
was just to do Daytona. We talked about 
what would happen if it worked out 
and everybody liked it a lot. Amongst 
ourselves we just said we'd address it at 
that time. It didn't work out and we 
never got around to going any farther 
with the planning. 

Graham has said he's coming back for 
the 1996 Grand National season. Is 
there going to be any Honda involve- 
ment in his effort? 

We're not involved at this point and my 
own personal feeling, in a case where 
somebody is trying to come back, it's 
just like you're trying to get that first 
sponsorship - you're going to have to 
show somebody. You're not going to be 
sponsored to the hilt going in. If he's 
serious about it and he shows up and 
does well, something will happen. He's 
got so damn many fans. But I think he's 
going to have to do well first. Which he 
can do if he's serious - there's no doubt. 
From a management standpoint, how 








much control do you have over the rid- 
ers? If Jeremy McGrath wants to get 
his eyebrows pierced, for example... 
Well, is there some point when Honda 
steps in and says that’s enough? 

That's a tough question. Well, we have 
our contracts. And those contracts have 
clauses in them that cover damn near 
everything. They cover things like 
image, and there's escape clauses from 
both sides. There is written control in 
the contracts. The problem with that is 
the only way you can control something 
is to cancel the contract. Nobody wants 
to do that and everybody knows that. 
It's a give-and-take thing. I think if it 
was a problem, there's way more accep- 
tance from that crowd (supercross / 
motocross) to those kinds of things than 
there used to be. If it were 10 years ago 
we'd be getting a lot of mail about it - 
but we haven't got a single letter yet. 
That's just the way it is now. We're will- 
ing to go along with that. There's times 
when we wish it wasn't that way, but 
he's who he is and he's famous. You just 
roll with the punches. 

Cycle News was inundated with letters 
about McGrath's move to Canyon 
Lake. Have you received a similar out- 
cry? And what's your opinion on the 
subject? 

We haven't received any letters on it. 
I'm sure his folks probably have. In San 
Diego at the supercross there were some 
guys ragging on him about Canyon 
Lake from the fence and he wasn't even 
around. There's some definite feelings 
out there. My personal opinion is that it 
isn't any of their business. It's none of 
our business. Had I been him I would 
have thought twice about that, but he- 
chose to do it and it's really none of our 
business. That's my opinion, not Hon- 
das. I don't know what Honda's official 
opinion is. Hey, it's his deal. I don't deal 
one-on-one with Jeremy very often, but 
he's always been a perfect gentleman 
with me. I've never had a bad instance 
with Jeremy. I just read about him in 
Cycle News (laughs). 

In all your years of doing this, who has 
been the most difficult rider for you to 
deal with? Who was the easiest? 

Man, this goes back a long ways. I can't 
answer with one rider. I think probably 
the most difficult rider I ever dealt with, 
starting out, was Eddie Lawson, but 
before Eddie left (Kawasaki) that all 
turned around. The most consistently 
difficult was (Jean-Michel) Bayle. That 
started out difficult and it never got any 
better. But you've got to put yourself in 
those guys' shoes. If you could do what 
they do, make the money they do, you 
might be that way too. 

The easiest we ever dealt with was 
George Holland. He was the nicest guy 
in the world. Wayne Rainey is in that 
mix. (Jeff) Stanton was great. There's a 
bunch of them that fall into that group. 
You always have to caution yourself 
before you pass judgment - you've got 
to walk a mile in their shoes. You've got 
to temper all that stuff. Lawson is-a 
good example. He and I used to butt 
heads like you wouldn't believe, but it 
got better before he left our team. And 
we've come to be pretty good friends. It 
all works out and I've got a ton of 
respect for all those guys. Bubba Shobert 
was great and I should have mentioned 
him right away. We used to send him to 
parts-division conventions to play vol- 
leyball with the boys who'd won the 
parts-sales contest, stuff that those guys 
never wanted to do. He'd go, do the job 
and then send us a thank-you letter at 
the end. Absolutely outstanding. 

Let's talk about rider talent. Is there 
one rider who stands out as having 
more natural talent than any of the oth- 





ers you've worked with? What about 
work ethic? 

I think Jeff Stanton probably worked the 
hardest to get to where he was. He real- 
ly worked hard. Bayle has to be on the 
list for natural talent. Shobert has a lot 
of natural talent, Rainey, Lawson... who- 
ever I leave out is going to be mad at me 
forever, 

What was the worst day you've experi- 
enced in all of your years in racing? 
The worst day had to be in snowmobile 
racing. A couple of drivers were killed 
one day when I was with Polaris. That 
was without a doubt the worst. That 
would have been in 1965 or so. I was the 
team manager with Polaris. Neither of 
the two drivers were mine, but we knew 
them all. In motorcycle racing it was 
when Shobert was hurt. We didn’t know 
anything when he left. I didn’t get to go 
with him in the helicopter but it looked 
pretty bad when he left. It was such a 
shock because it happened after the 
checkered flag. 

What about your best day in racing? 
When I was at Polaris, my first real rac- 
ing job, we won the World Champi- 
onship as a real underdog. We were the 
smallest company; Bombardier Ski-Doo 
were very big and Arctic Cat was a 
dominant force in racing. I didn’t have 
much confidence since it was my first 
racing job, but we won that first World 
Championship. That was about the best 
day in my life. 

Since then, it was probably 1986. It 
was my second year at Honda and we 
won all 10 championships we were 
involved in. That was a really happy 
day, but the company didn’t really rec- 
ognize it. It was kind of like a high and a 
low. 

Does it concern you as a team manager 
to see your riders doing things like 
nac-nacs and other stuff the rest of us 
think is crazy? 

We haven't talked much about it as a 





management group, but my own opin- 
ion when I see him (McGrath) do it in 
practice or a heat race or something, I 
think to myself, "Damn, I wish he 
wouldn't do that." But I’ve got to think 
again that he's got so much talent, so 
much ability, that it's easy for him. It's 
like me breathing. I don't think anybody 
has ever cautioned him not to do it. 
When you're in administration, you hire 
somebody you think can do the job. 
Then you stand back and let him do the 
job. If that's part of what he does, then I 
guess that's okay. But it's concerning, 
for sure - only because you and I 
wouldn't do it because we're not capa- 
ble of doing it. 

Who in your opinion is going to be the 
next great American road racer? 

Oh, man (laughs). I suppose Mike Hale. 
If we're talking in the near future. We 
thought when we hired him that he had 
every chance of going all the way. We 
knew he was going to do well. We had 
high expectations. He was a dirt tracker 
and dirt trackers have an advantage 
over the rest of them. If we were out 
looking for a rider, I wouldn't even con- 
sider a non-dirt tracker - unless it was a 
known guy. There are a lot of good guys 
that aren't dirt trackers, but if you're 
going out looking for a guy that you're 
going to groom, I wouldn't even look 
anywhere else. They've just got so much 
more experience at a younger age. Some 
of them have 800-900 starts. 

That leads us to Ben Bostrom. Is he in 
the future plans for the road racing 
team? 

We're in the process of trying to finalize 
a deal right now, but it's not done yet. 
And we may or may not do it. We're 
just in the process of maybe loaning him 
a few bikes for him to use wherever he's 
going to race. We wouldn't have any 
control over it. In fact, our agreement 
would stipulate that we want no control 
over it. He's got potential for sure. 





But it goes beyond potential, doesn't 
it? 

Yes, we're looking for other things 
besides talent. We're looking for some- 
body that has a good appearance, that 
can do interviews - a person that has the 
potential of becoming a spokesman. We 
have to consider all those things after 
we've found somebody to get the job 
done, but there's a lot more to it than 
just racing. There's a lot of guys who 
can go fast racing, but you don't neces- 
sarily want them on your team for two 
or three years. 

There's a gut feel there. Size, physical 
size has a lot to do with it. We have this 
picture we like to paint everybody in. 
He's got to be fairly good-looking, he's 
got to be able to talk. If he doesn't have 
a good smile he has to have enough 
teeth that we can make a good smile. All 
of those things come it to it at some 
point. 

The figures that Mike Hale was report- 
edly asking for to return to the 
Smokin' Joe's team for 1996 - any truth 
to those high numbers? 

I don't know what figure you're talking 
about, but I do think his demands were 
unreasonable. I think for the stage in his 
career, he was asking for a lot. That's 
not saying that he won't be a World 
Champion, and for sure he's going to 
make way more than that - but for that 
time in his career we thought it was 
pretty high. 

There have also been numbers thrown 
out that the lease cost of a Honda RC45 
from the factory is $300,000. Are those 
numbers accurate? 

No, that's incorrect. The number printed 
was correct, but not for each bike. The 
$300,000 is for the whole program. 
That's for everything we get, plus parts. 
It sounds like a lot, but we get a lot. We 
get an engineer, a full compliment of 
parts - and if you have a bad year you 
can use up $300,000 worth of parts.

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What did it mean to Honda to get 
Miguel DuHamel signed up for two 
more years? 

I think it was a turnaround for Ameri- 
can road racing. We've always suffered 
under this thing that if you dare put 
some time and effort into making some- 
body good you’re going to lose them 
because the European programs have so 
much more to offer. The fact that he 
decided to stay with us is great for 
American road racing. 

He's got the talent to go on after this 
two-year contract. I can't answer as to 
what he wants to do, but I suspect that 
he would like to go back over there. But 
he's got some goals of what he'd like to 
do here. We're tickled to death to have 
him, I can tell you that. He's a great guy. 
Aside from being a good rider, he's a 
very good guy. 

Was the hiring of Steve Crevier for the 
'96 Smokin' Joe's team a tough deci- 
sion? 

Not really. Only because we didn't find 
out until the 11th hour that we were los- 
ing Mike (Hale). He was the next guy 
there that was available. It was late. He 
was the guy at the top of the list who 
was available. It was an easy decision. 
We also talk to our sponsors. Sometimes 
they have a different requirement, or 
they want us to lean some other way. 
When Crevier's name came up everyone 
just agreed immediately. There were no 
objections from any side. Our biggest 
concern was what Miguel (DuHamel) 
thought about it, but he was fine with it. 
Why did Doug Henry end up leaving 
your MX team? Was that his decision, 
or Honda's? 

It was Henry's decision. After he got 
hurt, we didn't really have a long-term 
prognosis at the time that we had to do 
the negotiating. But our feeling was that 
he probably wouldn't be ready to go 
until the Nationals in 1996, maybe even 
later. Because of his injury, we decided 
we could only pay him X amount of dol- 
lars. It was an increase, but he was basi- 
cally very disappointed with it. He 
wanted a fair amount more money and 
we didn't offer him any more. I don't 
know what he made from Yamaha, but I 
have to assume he got what he wanted. 
And he left. 

The number-one question on every- 
body's mind is this: Is there anybody 
out there who can beat McGrath? 

Sure. There's always somebody out 
there who can beat anybody. There are 
some good guys out there, but I'm not 
going to tell you who we think they are. 
I don't think there's anybody out there 
right now who can beat Jeremy because 
if there was they'd be beating him. 
There are guys who in their stage of 
their careers right now have the capabil- 
ities. In fact, there's a few out there 
we're surprised that nobody is looking 
at. We're full right now. 

Jeremy will race until he doesn't race 
anymore, but there will be the next Jere- 
my. It'll probably be a long time before 
somebody has the string of race success 
that he's had. It's pretty phenomenal. 
Have you seen anybody reach the level 
that McGrath has reached? 

Not with the ease that it looks like he's 
reached it. I'm sure if you tell a champi- 
on he's got so much natural ability, or 
that he's been lucky, it'd make them as 
mad as hell. They've all had some real 
commitment early in their career that's 
brought them along to make them look 
so good, but he looks like he does it so 
easy. To answer your question, I've 
never seen anybody that has done it that 
easily in appearance. 

A man with your immense racing back- 
ground must have some opinions on 
the state of racing. Is there anything 





you'd like to see done differently in 
supercross, motocross or road racing? 

I think all of them could pay higher 
purses to the riders. I think that we've 
really dropped the ball there. I also think 
the manufacturers need to put more 
emphasis on the outdoor Nationals in 
motocross. Supercross is getting to be 
rollerball in some cases - and this is my 
opinion, not Honda's - and I think the 
Nationals could be a better show for tele- 
vision. You can see the natural terrain 
and all that stuff. It's also, more relative 
to the kind of riding that our customers 
do. I'd like to see the Nationals reach the 
prominence that supercross has. 

In road racing there are a lot of little 
things that need to be done, but I think 
we're doing pretty good in road racing. 
Did Scott Russell's move from 
Kawasaki in the middle of a season 
have an effect on how future contracts 
will be written? 

It had a little bit of an effect on the con- 
tracts that we've done, but we've only 
done a couple since then. I think it 
made us all realize that the way we 
cater to the riders may be wrong. The 
contracts are basically written to cater 
to the riders. It's doing what they want 
to do for their reasons. And I think that 
bit Rob Muzzy on the tail. I think the 
next time we do a major contract it'll be 
different because of that. That kind of 
situation isn't unusual in other sports, 
but it sure as hell is unusual in our 
sport. There's been more integrity in 
our sport, I think. But contracts are only 
as good as the two people who sign 
them, and we found out how good one 
of those people was. The bottom line is 
if you have a contract with a guy that 
doesn't like you or you don't like him 
and it isn't going to work out, the best 
thing to do is let it go. You can't fight 
each other all year long in a racing sce- 
nario - it won't work. 

What changes have you seen in the 
sport over the years? Are the people 
the same? 

I think the racers are the same. The 
money has gone up so it's become more 
of a money thing and that makes it a lit- 
tle more tense some times. The stakes 
are higher. The biggest thing for me is 
there are a lot more people looking over 
your shoulder, and there's a lot more 
paper work (laughs). Racers are still the 
same. Good racers and good mechanics 
- they just want to win. It's always been 
that way. 

Is the average person who works at 
American Honda aware of the racing 
program? 

I think we have a pretty good number of 
employees who follow the racing - but 
it's probably only one out of every 10. 
Ten percent. The same people come 
around every time and tell us, "That's 
great.' But the majority of the people 
don't. I can only compare it to the last 
place I worked (Kawasaki), where peo- 
ple would call up and ask if they could 
come over after work and help clean 
parts. It was like "What do you need, 
you're doing great, you're kicking 
Honda's ass and we love it.' There was 
so much enthusiasm there. It's more of a 
job here. But there are a bunch of people 
here who are real race enthusiasts. More 
so than kudos and attaboys, we'll get 
people saying, "What's the matter with 
you guys?' if we're having a bad series. 
Winning is expected here. 

How many races do you attend a year? 
I do all the road races and the test ses- 
sions, and then I just go to the local 
motocross races. 

Should that lead people to believe that 
you like road racing better? 

No. I'm responsible for the whole

they'll tell you that the key to 
success on and off the track lies in find- 
ing the right combination. 

On the track the variables are almost 
too numerous to list; items such as tire 
pressure, tread pattern, gearing, rake, 
wheelbase and suspension settings are 


only a few tuning decisions a team must 
get right in order even to be in the hunt 
for a Grand National victory. If one 
aspect of the setup is off, forget it. And 
the same could be said for the team 
itself. There are fewer variables, but 
they carry more weight. You must have 
an owner willing to make heavy finan- 
cial and emotional commitments, a 


savvy tuner, and a rider who can ride 
the wheels off the thing while providing 
valuable feedback to help the tuner 
make the right adjustments. As far as 
the setup is concerned, the same rules 
apply. A clash in personalities can mean 
the difference between a good season 
and an agonizing one - regardless of 
where the team finishes in the points.

Harley-Davidson of Sacramento 
team owner Mike Shattuck was no 
doubt well-aware of these points when 
he decided to return to the 1996 AMA 
Grand National Championship Series 
after a one-year hiatus. Shattuck’s team 
did well when it last hit the track in 1994 
- his rider Aaron Hill and tuner Monte 
Heath collaborated for a seventh-place 
finish in the series standings - but the 
character differences that plagued the 
team at the end of the year culminated 
in Hill departing the team and the ride 
being left vacant for "95. 

Shattuck hopes to have remedied 
that for 1996, as he has assembled an all- 
new team consisting of former Harley- 
Davidson factory mechanic Kenny Tol- 
bert and Mica, Washington, rider Joe 
Kopp. Tolbert's exploits on the Grand 
National tour are well-chronicled. The 
Texan wrenched Chris Carr to the cham- 
pionship title in 1992, and together the 
two earned 31 victories - the final three 
coming in '95 before Carr elected to turn 
in his steel shoe for a road racing career. 

But what about Kopp? 

Relatively little is known of the quiet, 
26-year-old, sixth-year Expert, and per- 
haps that's no surprise. He hails from 
the Northwest, an area not widely rec- 
ognized as a hotbed of dirt track activi- 
ty. Furthermore, prior to 1995, he was 
considered by dirt track insiders to be a 
TT specialist - a 600 rider, not exactly the 
best trait to claim on a circuit which 
demands prowess on mile and half-mile 
ovals aboard a 750cc Harley or Honda 
twin. In fact he'd had little experience 
on 750s before last season. So why 
Kopp? 

Perhaps because he certainly has 
paid his dues. Having raced dirt track 
since he was four, Kopp steadily moved 
his way through the ranks in the North- 
west dirt track scene, a region that offers 
little to an aspiring Grand National 
champion when compared to the abun- 
dance of local and regional events in the 
east. 

“Up in Washington, all we've got is 
one TT course - Castle Rock," Kopp 
said. "And I live over by Spokane, so 
that was always a good seven hours 
away. Then we had the Bellingham 
short track. That was about seven hours 
away, too. Both tracks were really com- 
petitive. If you went there and made a 
main, you were doing good. We weren't 
dominant, but we won our fair share of 
races. There are a lot of good Pro-Ams 
in Washington. Guys like Danny Stanley 
and Jeff Annen, Speedy Kell. Those guys 
are all real fast." 

Kopp says that his only real 750 
experience came in 1991 on a now- 
defunct half mile in Couer d'Alene, 
Idaho. It certainly wasn't enough to get 
him noticed, but his continued perfor- 
mances in the Washington area were 
enough to net him a lucky break in 1994 
when he hooked up with Washington 
logger Doug Donally and set out to con- 
test the 1995 Grand National Champi- 
onship Series. 

"Doug bought Davey Durelle's old 
Harley, and that's what we rode last 
year," Kopp said. "That was just real 
fortunate for me, because if he hadn't 
done that, I never would have gotten 
out into the scene. I realized that it 
didn't really matter how good I did at 
Peoria or whatever. There's not a real 
good chance you'll get recognized for a 
750 ride." 

But even after he had the tools, after 
he finally got his chance at Grand 
National glory, Kopp struggled bitterly 
during the first six races in which he 
attempted to qualify, failing to make a 
single main event despite being in the 
hunt on several occasions. As the series

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unfolded, Kopp found that life on the 
road quickly lost its luster. In light of his 
dismal results, and with no traveling 
partner to accompany him while he 
stayed in the east, the Washingtonian 
soon found himself longing for home. 

"It was real hard being away," Kopp 
said. "I've got a pretty nice place where 
Ilive in Washington, and I only got to 
come home three times all summer. I 
stayed at Larry and Dee Johnson's 
house while I was in the east - they own 
D's Leathers (The Johnson's are also for- 
mer Grand National Champion Randy 
Goss' in-laws). They made it real nice 
for me. They were like a second mom 
and dad. And I went and visited with 
Randy a couple of times. He talked to 
me and helped me with some mental 
things." 

Kopp stayed true to his dream of 
becoming a respectable contender, and 
the hard work finally began to pay off. 
He managed to score a 13th-place finish 
at the Du Quoin Mile and backed it up 
with an amazing fourth at the Lake 
Odessa Half Mile before taking the next 
three races off. Then, as the series 
moved into hell week - the three-race-in- 
one-week swing from Peoria, Illinois, to 
Rapid City, South Dakota, to Denver, 
Kopp got hot. Real hot. 

He led 18 of 25 laps and finished sec- 
ond in the CBS-televised Peoria Invita- 
tional on the day of the Peoria TT, then 
came right back in the points-paying 
main event and scored a hard-fought 
fifth after developing bike trouble. 
Undaunted, Kopp rolled on to the Rapid 
City Half Mile and landed a sixth-place 
finish. To add to his newfound success, 
while most of his competition split town 
he stayed the night and claimed his first 
750cc victory at the AMA Regional held 
on the following day. 

But it was on the rough and dusty 
Denver Half Mile that Kopp broke 
through with his first Grand National 
podium finish, notching a third place 
behind Steve Morehead and first-time 
winner Rich King. Kopp looks back on 
the achievement as his proudest of the 
season. 

"The rough track didn't bother me as 
much as it did the other guys," Kopp 
said. “I race a lot of cross country, so I 
think my dirt bike experience really 
helped me. We transferred right out of 
the heat. And then in the main event I 
noticed that all the guys were lining up 
on the bottom of the race track. I was on 
the back row, and I lined up on the 
groove. I launched hard and got up into 
fifth by turn two. I moved into fourth, 
and then when Davey (Camlin) had 
motor trouble, I was third." 

That result changed everything for 
Kopp, and as the series wound its way 
back across the country toward Califor- 
nia, he was a force to be reckoned with. 
Instead of rarely making Nationals, he 
rarely missed them. He capped the year 
off with a sixth-place run at the season 
finale Del Mar Mile, finishing the year 
12th in the series standings with 74 
points. With his stock soaring rapidly, 
Kopp then went shopping for a ride. 

“Doug wanted to slow down," Kopp 
said. "He didn't want to do the whole 
series like we tried to do last year. He's 
got a business here that he's trying to 
run. I wanted to keep going, and he said 
that if I could find something better, 
then I should take it." 

Fortunately for Kopp, a new oppor- 
tunity came almost immediately after 
Del Mar. 

“I headed straight home right after 
the race," Kopp said. "I got home at 
about two in the morning, because hunt- 
ing season was starting the next day, 
and I was really excited about doing

that. I slept for three hours, woke up 
and went deer hunting, and when I got 
back, there was a message on my 
answering machine. It was Mike Shat- 
tuck telling me to give him a call. I had 
been checking up with him all season, 
and he asked me about being on his 
team. Just being with. Sacramento 
Harley, I knew that would be good, but 
when he mentioned Kenny Tolbert 
might be the mechanic, I knew it was 
going to be great." 

Even with the deal now in place, 
Kopp realizes that he may never have 
the rapport with Tolbert that Carr 
enjoyed, but he says that he feels very 
positive about the pair's ability to work 





together. 

^We've talked quite a bit already, 
and I'm going to go down to his house 
in Texas pretty soon to do some bass 
fishing with him," Kopp said. "Chris 
has told me that Kenny's a really great 
friend to have on the road, and he 
knows so much about the motorcycles. I 
think it's going to be really great work- 
ing with him." 

Kopp also knows that he will be 
under the microscope more than ever 
before, and he's preparing himself for 
that inevitable scrutiny by establishing 
realistic goals for himself. 

"I'd like to get in the top five, realisti- 
cally, and I'd like to win a couple of 





Grand Nationals - l've never won one," 
Kopp said. "Then if everything goes 
well and Harley-Davidson of Sacramen- 
to wants me to ride for them again in 
'97, I think we could do it.” 

Come what may, Kopp says he is 
ready to get down to business. 

"I'm going to do my part," Kopp 
said. "With all the effort that Harley- 
Davidson of Sacramento is putting in, 
and Kenny, I'm not going to just go there 
to ride the bikes. I definitely want to do 
all I can to make this a better team this 
year. I think it's gonna be a good deal, 
and I want to be in good shape for it." 

It looks like Joe Kopp already is. You 
might say he's all set up. €N

DuHamel knows how hard it 

is to build the perfect tire for 
Daytona International Speedway, where 
traction is compromised for endurance 
and safety. “I remember always talking 
to (Dunlop’s) Jim Allen, telling him, 
"Wouldn't it be great if we had a tire that 
was split down the middle?’ We would 
just kid about it, but I’m sure they were 
already working on it, but didn’t want to 
say anything,” DuHamel says. In fact, 
Dave Watkins, Allen’s U.K.-based boss, 
had hit upon the idea of a dual-com- 
pound tire and would bring it to Day- 
tona for a private Smokin’ Joe’s Honda 
test in September, when the climate is

more similar to the March race tempera- 
tures than it is.at fheir December test. 

“I was pleasantly surprised to get the 
new tire, but I was also thinking, ‘It’s 
about time. Let's go test it," DuHamel 
says now. 

When Mike Hale, then with Smokin' 
Joe's Honda, came in to offer his first 
— rina Allen remembers him asking 
"This f—ing tire's legal?" DuHamel got 
off his RC45 and “waxed eloquent,” 
Allen remembers. "What DuHamel said 
was that he hoped he never had to race 
on a normal tire, an ordinary tire, again. 
September was eye-opening time. It was 
above expectations. We knew we had a 
good idea; we didn't know it was a win- 
ner for sure." 

"The biggest problem with the old 
style was that by making the left side 
durable enough for the tire it would com- 
promise grip from the right side for the 
infield,” DuHamel says. “Even when it 
was warmed up; it was like you were on 
eggshells. It never really generated the 
heat necessary for good grip. It was 
always give and take. 














“This will help my confidence 
immensely. You can go into the first 
horseshoe now and almost touch your 
knee. That was unheard of before, even 
after a lap or two. The hard part now is 
realizing you can run it in there as usual. 
You have to force yourself to think that 
this tire is made for that corner," 

It's true that the simplest ideas are 
often the best ones. The perennial deci- 
sion for tire builders at Daytona is-to 
build a rear tire that either works well in 
the two right-hand infield horseshoes or 
one that will stay together under the 2-G 
force of the 31-degree banking - one or 
the other, but not both. 

What, then, if you could build a rear 
that stuck like gum in the infield and 
stuck to the carcass on the banking? The 
simple, yet elegant, solution is a dual- 
compound tire, the left side hard, the 
right side soft, the difference in the two 
compounds as great as "chalk and 
cheese." That's how Jim Allen, Dunlop's 
Road Race Manager for the U.S., 
described the end product of an idea 
which struck his boss, Dave Watkins, 
during a meeting Watkins was having 
with his superior at Fort Dunlop in Birm- 
ingham, England, last June 12. 

“I was talking to my boss on another 
subject and, in the middle of the conver- 
sation, I had this idea. I drew it on a 
piece of paper. It happened just like 
that," Watkins remembers. How the two 
compounds are held together and 









adhere to the carcass is a closely held 
secret that only a handful of people 
know. 

Though it may seem like an original 
idea, it has been done before. Goodyear 
tried it with Kenny Roberts in the late 
‘70s, Pirelli has a patent on a dual-com- 
pound tire, Repsol Honda's Mick 
Doohan used a dual-compound Michelin 
on his NSR500 during the 1995 season, 
and Muzzy Kawasaki's Anthony Gobert 
used a dual-compound Dunlop to win 
the final leg of the 1995 Superbike World 
Championship at Phillip Island. But 
Dunlop had not tried it at Daytona where 
the difference in compound and temper- 
ature between the two sides of the tire is 
So extreme. 

"The difficulty for us would be how 
to make it safe," Watkins says, adding 
the question of structural integrity. “We 
have to be certain that it won't fly into 
two separate pieces. At Daytona that 
would be catastrophic." 

“My first reaction was, it's a good 
idea, but there's a fat chance it'll work," 
Allen recalls. But the ball was rolling. 

It would be a winner before they got 
back to Daytona. Gobert tested one of the 
dual-compound tires at Phillip Island, a 
track that, though not banked like Day- 
tona, puts a great deal more stress. on 
one side of the tire. “Phillip Island is pre- 





dominantly left-handers with slow right- 
handers. We employed the same technol- 
ogy and won the last race of the season,” 
Allen says. 

Gobert led the first leg until his nor- 
mal rear race tire overheated. In the sec- 
ond leg he switched to the dual com- 
pound and won one of the most thrilling 
races of the year. 

"Initially, he thought it was the best 
one there over everything," Allen says. 
Australian Superbike Champion Kirk 
McCarthy, then with the Winfield Honda 
team and now with Suzuki World Super- 
bike, ran the tire in both legs. 

The tire had also won at the Daytona 
North American Superbike (NASB) 
finale in October. 

"In the October race we had a limited 
output. We tested with six or eight riders 
to see what they thought," Allen says. 
“Our approach with the riders was that 
we have to tell them what's going on. We 
told them we'd done a tweak on the con- 
struction on the right-hand side." 

Georgian Tripp Nobles was one of the 
riders to get the new tire at Daytona and 
he rode it to wins in both superbike 
races. 

"From that we made'three new devel- 
opments on the same thing for this test in 
December. It seemed to be reasonably 
successful." 

There were three different compound 
combinations at the December test, all 
using the same construction. For the 
Daytona 200, there will also be dual-com- 
pound fronts and all of the tires, fronts 
and rears, will be available for anyone to 
purchase. In addition, Dunlop will have 
dual-compound Supersport tires for sale. 

"Between September and December 
we had an extensive machine testing pro- 
gram," Allen says. "We made tires and 
tested them from zero-degree camber to 
maximum camber with high loads in 
every conceivable test we could think 
of.” 

What they've discovered in their test- 
ing is that they can put virtually any two 
compounds together on the same carcass, 
regardless of how great the differences in 
their rigidity. “I didn't think it would be 
so balanced. The compounds are like 
chalk and cheese," Allen says, employing 
a seldom-heard Britishism. "They're 
remarkably dissimilar." 

Though the results in testing have 
been encouraging, everyone involved in 
the project knows that it's not the same 
as racing. Every year there seems to be 
Some measure of tire trauma and almost 
always an unplanned tire change. The 
tires need to go about 20 laps between pit 
stops, which they did repeatedly in test- 
ing, but the race pace could easily be 
more strident. 

"We've only gotten through a test, we 
haven't gotten through a race," Allen 
said back in December. "The race is this 
level plus 20 percent. The race is always 
tougher." 

"As far as pit strategy goes, we'll just 
have to wait and see. I think fuel mileage 
is the big key now," DuHamel says. “I do 
think the Dunlop guys will be able to do 
faster average lap times, and hopefully 
with less risk." 

Dunlop has had considerable success 
at Daytona, winning the past five 200s 
and eight of the last nine. This year's 
field is one of the strongest ever and sev- 
eral of the fastest riders, including three- 
time winner Scott Russell of Lucky Strike 
Suzuki and the Promotor Ducati team of 
Troy Corser and Mike Hale, will be on 
the rival Michelin rubber. Whether the 
Dunlop streak will continue won't be 
known until late on Sunday afternoon, 
March 10, nine months after Dave 
Watkins came up with a simple, yet mpe 
nious idea.

teve Crevier is the number-two 
S- on the Smokin' Joe's Honda 

team and damn happy about it. In 
an era when equality among teammates 
is often alleged and sometimes prac- 
ticed, Crevier has the good sense to 
know that he's finally realized a dream 
by landing on a team he's admired for 
years, and one that could do no wrong 
in 1995. Between their two riders, 
Miguel DuHamel and Mike Hale, they 
won all but two of the AMA Superbike 
races and all of the 600cc Supersport 
races. DuHamel won both titles, Hale 
finished second in both classes and used 
his season as a springboard to the World 
Superbike wars. 

"| would be an ass not to consider 
myself the number-two rider," the 
cheerfully voluble Crevier said during a 
phone conversation from his home in 
Pitt Meadows, just outside of Vancou- 
ver, British Columbia. "I'd be kidding 
myself, because let's look at what 
Miguel did last year. He won races and I 
just got second. I would say that would 
probably appoint me to the number-two 
position. From the view of Honda and 
the way they run their program there is 
no one and two. I would say that Miguel 
was probably their first choice, I was 
probably their second choice. I believe 
our equipment's the same and I believe 
that if it wasn't going to be the same, 
but they wanted to test new stuff, I 
believe I'd be informed, which I haven't 
in the past. I’m not going to mention 
any names, but I don't believe that I’ve 
been treated 100-percent fair, but, then 
again, somebody I know somewhere 
else would probably say that I get the 
exact same stuff that the world team 
gets and it's just not so. End of story." 
Not quite. 

Last season wasn't much fun for the 
Muzzy Kawasaki teams and team 
owner Rob Muzzy has taken more than 
his share of hits, not just from his former 
riders Pascal Picotte and Scott Russell, 
but also from current rider Anthony 
Gobert. But on the subject of Muzzy, 
Crevier is ambivalent. On the one hand 
he's grateful for having been given the 
opportunity to race as a factory super- 
bike racer, but he doesn't feel that he 
always got the support he needed. 

"I've got great, great admiration for 
Rob," Crevier says emphatically. "He's 
done a lot in his lifetime that's quite rep- 
utable and credible. The man's a genius. 
He's Rob Muzzy. It's just when I rode 
for him in '94, I think we had 1000 riders 
and 800 bikes. It just didn't work. There 
weren't enough mechanics to help the 
team, everybody was stressed and 
things were just way unorganized. That 
was a pretty bad deal. I think even Rob 
Muzzy would look back and go, "Holy 
Toledo, we've got to get organized." In 
fact, Muzzy admitted at the 1994 Road 
Atlanta finale that he'd made almost 
every mistake you could make in run- 
ning a team. 

The hope was that 1995 would be 
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better, but Crevier doesn't feel the 
equipment was up to snuff and, like 
Picotte, believes that the whole effort 
was torpedoed when Scott Russell left at 
midseason to join the Lucky Strike 
Suzuki squad. 

"The second that Scott left that pro- 
gram, that totally, totally seemed to 
absorb, from what I see, 100 percent of 
Rob's attention, and it should," Crevier 
says. "Nobody can ride these things as 
well as Scott. Well, Anthony (Gobert) 
can - that kid's a madman. Nobody can 
ride the bikes as well as Scott and set 
them up as well as Scott and that totally 
absorbed a lot of Rob's attention. And 
the fact that Pascal and I weren't win- 
ning races on his equipment kind of dis- 
couraged him. I feel that maybe he 
didn't want to come to watch the bikes 
lose races. He wants to go watch them 
win races. We couldn't do that for him. 
We saw him at the World Superbike 
race (at Laguna Seca) in July and we 
didn't see him until the last race of the 
year, and he wasn't there for Sunday 
either. Pascal and I were very, very frus- 
trated with the lack of Rob being 





around, but Rob was 
busy with other 
things." 

Despite the frus- 
trations, Crevier put 
together a handful of 
good finishes, includ- 
ing a second at 
Pomona and a third 
at Sears Point, but he 
was never able to 
climb the final step of 
the podium. 

"| noticed with 
myself that I’m 
always sort of there 
at the end of the 
races. I definitely 
have the ability, I 
have the physical 
strength to complete 
a race, but there's 
always been that last 
little bit of commit- 
ment left that I 
haven't really been 
able to produce at the 
end of a race. I think 
that's been due to a 
lot of, I blame that 
mainly ona lot of 
psychological prob- 
lems, just too much 
on my plate to deal 
with, he says, 
adding that he too 
often gets bad starts 
and wears himself 
down too early. “I get 
near the end there, 
but by the time I near 
the end of the race 
my tires are all used 
up and I'm mentally 
and physically tired 
and there's just that one little extra little 
bit of commitment that you've got to 
have to win the race." It was "mental 
distractions," Crevier says, that plagued 
him. “Not having the access to setting 
the bike up the way I want it to be set 
up. Just distractions that absorb too 
much - I don't want to sound deep here 
- of my mental aura. It's just distrac- 
tions. It's hard to go into a fight when 
you know you're going to lose." 

But Crevier admits that it was well 
before the final lap of the ráce that he'd 
actually fallen behind. ^I was losing my 
races on Friday because of confidence, 
mental problems. And not just mental 
problems, but problems to deal with the 
bikes. We weren't resolving them and 
that's frustrating, and I think the differ- 
ence is that Honda tests enough that 
we're not going to have these problems. 
We should see better results from me 
right away." 

That wouldn't be hard. Last year 
started at Daytona with Crevier getting 
taken out by Fast by Ferracci's Mike 
Smith while running in the top 10 
halfway through the race. He would 











get taken out twice more, none of the 
three crashes his fault, he believes. "I 
haven't been snuffed from the rear in 
my entire career. This year I got taken 
out three times," Crevier, an aggressive 
racer who's often lumped among the 
"crazy Canadians," says. As aggres- 
sively as he rides, he isn't willing to 
take unnecessary risks in the first few 
corners and he's equally unwilling to 
risk jumping the start, even though he 
had a hard time with the AMA start 
procedures. 

“I don't think my starts are bad, I 
think it's the AMA's starting system 
that's pathetic. Not just bad, but pathet- 
ic,” he says, noting the 600cc Supersport 
race at Gateway where Erion Racing’s 
Larry Pegram “came from the second 
row and hit me on the way. It’s like, 
before they even dropped the damn 
flag.” For 1996 Crevier says that the 
AMA has switched to a starting light 
system, which he finds encouraging. 
“Maybe this will just sort of change my 
attitude about the starts, change my atti- 
tude about the way the AMA treats the 
starts, and maybe will help me get better 
starts.” 

What he also needs, and fully expects 
to have, is machinery that holds up to 
the end. “Halfway through the race the 
bikes felt like they’d seized a piston or 
spun a bearing or something and the 
bikes would slow down at the halfway 
point,” he says of the 1995 ZX7. “And I 
think they went back to what worked in 
'93 and '94 for motor stuff. And that's 
why, sort of at the end of the year, we 
finished better." The final two races net- 
ted second-place qualifying spots - first 
at Sears Point until it was disputed by 
his teammate Picotte - and third- and 
fourth-place finishes. 

The year ended with Crevier finish- 
ing eighth in the final superbike point 
standings and seventh in 600cc Super- 
sport, not terribly impressive, though he 
credits Smokin' Joe's Martin Adams and 
Honda's Gary Mathers with seeing 
beyond the results. 

“I think Martin realized that I do 
have superbike capabilities. I don't 
think he believed I did before, but I 
believe he does now. And also Gary 
Mathers at Honda - I know for a fact 
that they want somebody that's happy 
to have a job and is going to try 100 per- 
cent for them and isn't going to try to 
run off to bloody Europe and leave 
them high and dry. If I did jump from 
Kawasaki to Honda this year, I did not 
say that I was taking a deal until I spoke 
with the invisible boss that I had last 
year." 

As for wanting to join the Honda 
team, Crevier said that he's known 
Adams for "as long as he's been 
involved in racing, and every year I 
offer to wash his car and clean his house 
if he'd hire me. His cars are clean now. 
I'd even mow his lawn if I had to. Chris- 
tiane (Crevier's wife of less than a 





month) mows the lawn at home any- 
way. If you can mow the lawn it means 
that you’ve got nice weather, and if 
you've got nice weather here you go 
motocrossing." 

In fact it's road racing that Crevier's 
been doing most of the winter, testing 
more than he ever has - easily done 
since he was never invited to the Muzzy 
tests - and getting acclimated to the new 
team, which goes about racing much 
differently that the Muzzy squad. 

"Rob expects that you should be in 
shape and be ready to go when you step 
off the plane. I wouldn't be at Honda if I 
didn't have Rob Muzzy to get me here. I 
think in one sense I can respect and 
admire his thinking on that, but I think I 
needed more help than that," he says, 
later adding that since "all the bikes are 
super competitive, super trick, you must 
test. That's the law. You can't not test. In 


one sense I admire Rob's way of think-- 


ing that you should just be ready to go. 
But, I'm sorry, I can't agree to it because 
I need the extra special help. I'm not 
that confident anymore." 

When Crevier had earlier used the 
word "anymore" it was to say: “I’m not 
20 years old anymore. I’m not young, 
dumb and full of energy. I'm not how I 
was when I was 20. I'm 30, I'm just a 
workhorse rider, I’m not any miracle. So 
my results in superbike, I don't think, 
have been good enough." On the 
Honda, Crevier predicts that “we 
should see a lot better results from me 
right away." 

He attributes the newfound confi- 





dence to the team. They go out of their 
way to make him comfortable, which 
would appear relatively easy. The west- 
ern Canadian is a bundle of barely con- 
tained energy at the track, always smil- 
ing, always joking, never taking himself 
too seriously. “I’m getting the seat time 
and that has a lot to do with Gary Math- 
ers agreeing that a rider has to test. Mar- 
tin Adams agrees that a rider has to be 
on the bike more. And I think the expe- 
rience that they got with Miguel last 
year - in the beginning they had no test- 
ing and then they tested him a lot and 
then they were unloading the bikes at 
the race track and they were ready to 

o. 
"Right now I've done enough testing 
already that I feel really confident of the 
bike and I know the characteristics of 
the bike. I’ve already ridden them pretty 
hard, pretty fast, and I feel comfort- 
able." 

The team has tested at Daytona, 
Homestead, Willow Springs, and twice 
at Laguna Seca. Though Crevier has 
been about a second off DuHamel's 
pace, he's confident the times will come, 
especially since it took several sessions 
for him to sort out the carburetion, one 
of his pet peeves. “It seems that my 
common complaint about life in general 
is that life doesn't seem to carburete 
properly." 

Then they put DuHamel on the bike, 
he confirmed Crevier's suspicions, and 
the problem was sorted out. Since he 
and DuHamel are roughly the same 
size, the bike also fits him better than 





the longish Kawasaki that was designed 
around the much taller Russell. 

“I like the Honda because you can 
steer it into a turn really well. Because 
there's not so much backspin off the rear 
wheel, it doesn't set the back end up 
sideways too much. You can enter cor- 
ners at a good click, confidently, choose 
your line on the way in. Like Laguna 
has corners like turn five, which are 
bumpy, uphill left-handers, and I know 
before that when I tried to accelerate too 
hard and carry my momentum, I was 
always going to get into a high-side situ- 
ation. The flex and stability in the 
Honda just seems to soak those bumps 
up confidently and comfortably and 
you're not using up so much energy. It's 
an easier bike for me to ride. It has a 
good, long, flat powerband and it 
doesn't wheelie up too much to the 
other corners. You sort of miss the 
amusing blast of power you got off 
Muzzy's ZX7. It hits like a cement truck. 
I always liked that. I’m always amused 
by a blast of power, especially with 
Rob's bike. The things were powerful. 
They were fast. Hard for me to control." 

With the package complete for 1995, 
and a two-year deal in hand, Crevier is 
ready to race, but not to make any pre- 
dictions, at least not for this year. 

“I really want, and I really think I 
have, the opportunity to shine, maybe 
not this year, but I have two years with 
Honda and I believe that I can shine. 
And I hope that I have four years with 
Honda then," he says. "I'm not going to 
sit here and say that I'm going to win 





championships. I want to win races this 
year and if that means pushing hard 
enough to get out front and maybe 
crashing on the way, then if that's what 
it's going to take to win some races, then 
I'm going to do that. The championship 
will come after I win races. Of course, 
you can not win races and still win 
championships with the silly AMA 
point structure, 35 points a race," he 
says before launching into a harangue 
about the AMA point system. "What I 
want to do is start learning how to win 
races again. It's something that I'm 
missing. And if I don't win some damn 
races soon, I'm going to be shelved. You 
can't be a factory racer and not win 
races. 

“I feel that I can win races, I know it's 
in my heart, I know I've got the ability 
to do it and I'm not going to let any- 
thing stop me. I'm just going to work at 
it as hard as I can. And if I don't win the 
first one, and I don't win the second 
one, I hope to hell that I win by the end 
of the year. I'm just going to keep chip- 
ping away at the old block. Life is not 
any different. You've just got to work at 
it. With the program I’ve got, when I'm 
working at it, as long as I show the 
enthusiasm that I’m working at it, I'm 
always going to have the help I need to 
get there. 

"I've always wanted to be with this 
program and deep down I always want- 
ed to ride with Martin and work under 
Ray Plumb, and definitely to have Mer- 
lyn Plumlee as a mechanic is kind of a 
bonus. That's the icing on the cake." eN

CTi Edge 
Knee Brace 


can remember clearly the day that I 
j blew out my anterior cruciate liga- 

ment. It was a sweltering-hot day, 
and as a buddy of mine and I got 
dressed, I watched him strap a pair of 
CTi2 custom knee braces on his legs. 
“Those must really stink,” I said. “I bet 
you're so hot in those things. I could 
never ride in braces.” 

Approximately 20 minutes later, I 
found myself lying on the ground at 
the bottom of a steep drop-off jump. 
When I got up to walk to my bike, my 
left leg didn’t seem to work right - my 
knee buckled inward and my lower leg 
bent in a very unnatural manner. 

After undergoing patella tendon 
graft surgery and being informed by 


my doctor that I couldn’t ride for five 
months, I called CTi and got fitted for 
a CTi2 custom brace. Five weeks later, 
I started to ride again and have been a 
firm believer in preventive knee brac- 
ing ever since. Even my healthy right 
knee is braced up. 

A few years after I got my Cti2 cus- 
tom braces, Innovation Sports devel- 
oped an off-the-shelf brace, dubbed the 
Edge. With the exception of the straps 
in the calf area, the braces look almost 
identical to a custom-fitted CTi2. The 
Edge features a lightweight carbon- 
fiber frame that is almost as sleek as a 
custom frame, and the upper and 
lower Conform Cuffs are claimed to 
adapt to any leg size and shape. The 
Edge has Innovation Sports’ patented 
Accutrac hinges, and comes in four 
sizes - small through extra large. 

The entire brace weighs just under 
one pound. Unlike the CTi2, however, 
a customer can purchase the Edge 
Brace without a doctor’s presciption. 
With a prescription, however, many 
insurance companies will cover, or at 
least help, with the cost. 

Curious to see how the Edge Brace 
stacked up against my custom-fit 
CTi2s, I strapped on a medium-sized 
Edge Brace and had at it. The most 
noticeable difference between the two 














is in the strapping. The Edge brace 
straps are quite a bit more adjustable 
than those found on the CTi2, but at 
the same time are a bit bulkier. The 
biggest physical difference between the 
two braces are the Conform Cuffs- 
while a custom brace is molded around 
your thigh on top and around your calf 
on the bottom, the Edge Brace features 
two flexible plastic cuffs that can be 
tightened to the proper size. The top 
Conform Cuff looks bulkier than a cus- 
tom brace, but was actually no larger 
once adjusted. The same, however, 
can’t be said for the lower cuff, and I 
was forced to adjust the top strap on 
my motocross boots to their largest 
position in order to accommodate the 
bulk. 

Surprisingly, it was almost impossi- 
ble to tell the difference between the 
two braces once on the bike. The Edge 
Brace yields the same feel of support as 
a CTi2, and freedom of movement is 
every bit as good. Often, the hardest 
thing for new brace wearers to get 
used to is the feel of the brace between 
their legs and the motorcycle, and the 
Edge Brace is no harder to get used to 
than a custom unit. With the exception 
of the lower-strap bulk, the Edge Brace 
offers virtually the same feel, comfort 
and protection as the more expensive 
CTi2 custom brace. 

The Edge Brace is available in sizes 
S-XL in left and right sides, and comes 
in teal or black. Each brace comes with 
it’s own Innovation Sports tote bag, 
and the brace itself and the Accutrac 
Hinges carry lifetime warranties. A 
CTi Edge Brace costs $495, about half 
the cost of a custom version. 

Would you race without a helmet? 
Of course not. In our opinion, a set of 
knee braces are the second-most 
important piece of safety equipment 
that should be in a rider’s gear bag. 
Too pricey, you say? Well, how about 
that $300 helmet and $300 paint job? 
And let's not even get into the cost of a 
good patella tendon graft surgery...

Thumper, 
Unplugged 


o some ears there isn't anything 
better than a clean-running, 


uncorked thumper. And to those 
same ears there isn't anything worse 
than the strangled chuff emitted from 
the silencer with which the factory 
dutifully equips the stock bike. Yep, 
EPA-friendly stock baffles can make 
that four-stroke single wheeze worse 
than an out-of-shape asthmatic with a 
punctured lung. 

Cycle News has its resident thumper 
devotees, but even we realize that run- 
ning totally uncorked isn't an option in 
these legislative days. Sure, you can do 
it, but you'll make few friends along 
the trail and even fewer on the street if 
you're running a dual sport bike. No 
reason to draw undue attention from 
the local authorities, I always say. 

What can you do? If you're sporting 
a clean-running, uncorked credit card, 
maybe a full pipe is the thing for you. 
But if you are like the rest of us (that’s 
broke), the answer might be the new 
White Brothers Hot Tip baffle replace- 
ment. Full exhaust systems can cost 








several hundred dollars, which makes 
the $69.95 Hot Tip a wallet-friendly 
alternative. 

Available for Kawasaki's KLX250 
and 650, as well as Honda’s XR200, 
250, 600, and 650L, we elected to try 
the baffle for the 1996 XR650L. 

Installation was straightforward, at 
least as far as the baffle was concerned 
- you don’t even need to take the pipe 
off the bike. On the Honda, the stock 
baffle insert is held in place by two 
bolts and two tack welds that must be 
cut or ground off. Once you cut the 
welds, just slide the old baffle out and 
slide the stainless-steel Hot Tip in, 
being sure to align the bolt holes. 
Replace the bolts and you're on your 
way. 

Well, not quite - this is where things 
were less straightforward. Carburetion 
in the 650L is fairly lean to begin with, 
and the addition of the freer-flowing 
Hot Tip only makes matters worse. 





There isn't a clip adjustment to raise or 
lower the fuel-metering needle, so the 
use of shims is necessary. White Broth- 
ers recommends that the needle be 
raised approximately 0.028 in. We used 
two #10 machine-screw washers 
(about two cents each at a hardware 
store) and got roughly 0.030 in., but 
ended up using only one of the wash- 
ers, since the bulk of our riding was 
being done at altitude in the local 
mountains. Instructions are included, 
and, in all, it took about two hours 
before we were back on the road. 

With only the addition of the baffle 
you can't expect a huge difference in 
performance. And at low rpm, in fact, 
there seemed to be no change at all in 
the power. As the rpm increased, 
though, there was a stronger pull that 
lasted longer before power fell off. 
Throttle response throughout the rev 
range was markedly better and gone 
was the unpleasant popping on over- 
run. Some of the crispness surely must 
be attributed to the change in needle 
position, but the top-end power 
increase wouldn't be there without the 
Hot Tip. 

The change in sound quantity was 
minimal - only a slight increase. The 
real change was in sound quality. We'd 
recommend the Hot Tip on the basis of 
this alone. It's a nice single-cylinder 
thump, muted enough to qualify as 
"stealth performance," as White Broth- 
ers calls it, without killing the soulful 
sound of a big-bore single. 

The Hot Tip performs as claimed, 
while being kind to both your ears and 
your wallet.

The 
YZ250 snagged Bike of the Year honors from Motocross 
Action Magazine. * Great bikes-but they're history now, 
because while everyone was getting pumped over them, the 
guys in the white engineer coats and the guys in the hel- 
mets were busy re-designing the YZ125 and YZ250 from just 
about ground zero. * First-new engine. There’s a new crank, 


which opened the door to new cylinder porting. Both the 
125 and 250 are different than the ‘95 design and now spew 
out more low-end and mid-range, to create a broader power- 
band.

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INTERVIEW 


Dale Quarterley

| j e has three pins sticking out the 





back of his mostly immobilized 

and scarred right hand. The 
tongue is missing from the well-worn 
sneaker on his left foot, an ugly oozing 
wound on the instep needing air to heal. 
Various abrasions to his back, thigh, 
knee, and ankle are hidden. Yet none of 
this slows Dale Quarterley down on a 
rainy New England afternoon. There is 
work to be done. 

On this day he is a study in motion. 
Arriving home from physical therapy, 
he’s off to lunch, then back to the office, 
and then to the cavernous shop in his 
backyard. All the while what is evident 
is that the qualities that he brought to 
the track - aggression, intelligence, 
assiduousness, a vivid sense of humor, 
and the ability to seize the moment - are 
the same ones he uses to keep his racing 
business alive. There are phone calls to 
return, faxes to send, deals to be cut. 
Unable to race his car until his hand 
heals, he offers to rent it for $10,000 a 
race for four races, with a $40,000 mini- 
mum in case the car is wrecked in the 
first race. “Always have a price in 
mind,” he advises. 

“I have a used-car-lot mentality,” 
Quarterley had said earlier, adding that 
he’s always looking for new and innova- 
tive ways to create income. He plans to 
market a compound this year that 
cleanses tires of mold-releasing agent. 
“It’s worth two or three laps of scrub- 
bing in tires, and that’s the best part of 
the tire,” he says. 

The on-track aggression was born out 
of necessity. Overweight when he began 
racing, his early reputation was made in 
the last tenth of the corner where he 
would have to work harder than his 
peers to gain the racer’s edge, hard on 
the brakes, tight on the apex, first to aim 
for the next corner. Once his reputation 
was made, few dared challenge him 
there. Away from the paddock he was 





equally dynamic, working tirelessly to 
make sure that his sponsors were well- 
represented. 

Unlike most of his peers, you could 
always count on Quarterley to finish: 
His record over the past four years is 
unparalleled in AMA Superbike, and at 
the WERA F-USA or NASB races he was 
nearly always at the front. His team was 
well-equipped, and he financed it by 
constructing a network of sponsors and 
friends whose products and interests he 
would promote with unfailing enthusi- 
asm. The bulk of the sponsorship came 
from Mirage Studios, the creators of the 
Teenage Mutant Ninja Turtles. Peter 
Laird, one of the Ninja Turtles co-cre- 
ators and a genuine enthusiast, had 
bought street bikes from Jerry Randall at 
Valley Motorsports, another longtime 
Quarterley supporter. In 1990 Laird 
joined the team and helped Quarterley 
buy an ex-Muzzy Kawasaki. He's been 
with him ever since. 

The Turtles brought fans, many of 
them young, all of whom went away 
with an autograph or a sticker or a 
poster, and, with it, a greater apprecia- 
tion: for the sport of motorcycle racing. 
And Quarterley did all this with a smile 
and a quip while doing much of his own 
preparation and maintenance. His sense 
of humor and media relations skills are 
both exemplary and welcome. When 
asked what caused a DNF during an 
endurance race, he once teplied, “It 
came unstarted.” 





The highlight year was 1993, when 
he won the AMA Superbike National at 
Mid-Ohio on his way to a stellar second- 
place series finish, one point better than 
Muzzy Kawasaki’s Miguel DuHamel. 
The low point came this winter when a 
horrific spill on Daytona International 
Speedway’s West Banking sent him to 
Halifax Medical Centre for 11 days with 
a severely broken right hand and abrad- 
ed left foot that effectively ended his 
motorcycle racing career. 

“The biggest reason for stopping isn’t 
so much the damage to my hand,” 
Quarterley said during an interview in 
the office he built in the attic of the 
home which he shares with his wife, 
Tracy, and two-year-old son Alex Race, 
in Westfield, a manufacturing town of 
about 40,000 in southwestern Massachu- 
setts. “My thing, the last three, four 
years, was to make sure to finish races. 
As of late, I’m not falling down and 
hurting myself. I’m still healthy. Now, 
I'd miss Daytona, I may miss Pomona 
and Laguna. If I'm not 100 percent it's 
not worth doing. Not finishing up in the 
championship puts a high cost on finish- 
ing in the top 10. I don't want to do that 
to the sponsors. Also I was going to stop 
in ‘97 to go full time to cars and this 
bumps me up a season. It also bumps 
me up with no working capital." 

Before the accident, Dale had invited 
Cycle News to his home to show us what 
it takes to run a competitive season in 
AMA Superbike racing. As may be seen 








in the books for the past two years, the 
most obvious difference between 1994 
and 1995 was the switch from the famil- 
iar leased Muzzy Kawasaki ZX-7R to a 
Fast by Ferracci Ducati 955. Though the 
Kawasaki lease cost $65,000 for 1994, 
plus another $15,000 for a spare engine 
and another $2000 in spare parts, 
Kawasaki picked up $50,000 of the 
expense through sponsorship. Muzzy 
maintained the Kawasaki for the season 
and Quarterley was on an engine- 
exchange program which guaranteed a 
fresh motor for each race. Quarterley's 
out-of-pocket repair expenses were 
$759. 

The Ducati was bought outright for 
$65,000, plus another $15,000 for a spare 
engine. The engine rebuilds, however, 
came to $24,000, and the various 
replacement parts were also significant- 
ly more expensive. As with the Kawasa- 
ki, there would be a fresh motor every 
weekend which he would install on Sat- 
urday night for Sunday's warmup and 
race, plus practice at the next event. The 
recommended interval between replac- 
ing engine cases is 200 miles, but Quar- 
terley went 600 between changes, saving 
two sets of cases. The downside came at 
the Daytona test when the cases split in 
the chicane, sending him into a “100- 
mph two-step," the lesser of his two 
crashes. At the end of the season, Eraldo 
Ferracci told Quarterley that the bike 
was still worth $50,000. Quarterley 
plans to sell it after Daytona. 
































Another example of the high cost of 
running the Ducati came in brakes. 
Quarterley ran Performance Machine 
brakes in 1994. He went through five 
sets at $105 a rotor for a total cost of 
$1050. The Ducati brake rotors cost 
$1100 and he went through the originals 
and three extra sets for a total of $3300. 

“Pennies for pennies, the Kawasaki is 
a little easier and cheaper to run,” Quar- 
terley says. “The Ducati is just easier to 
ride, more forgiving. It never kicks you 
in the ass. At 10,000 rpm the Kawasaki 
goes from 115 to 140 hp. With the Ducati 
you can run from 6000 rpm up. A cou- 
ple of times at Firebird I was below 
6000. If you're not leasing or renting and 
you do your own maintenance, it’s light 
years cheaper to have the Kawasaki. For 
one, the basic parts are cheaper. The 
Kawasaki can run and run and run until 
it won't start. It might break a valve 
stem. The Ducati will self-destruct like a 
hand grenade. You won't know what 
pulled the pin first." 

His appreciation for the equipment 
helped him extend its longevity. Not 
only did it increase the reliability - he 
finished all 10 races - but it saved him 
significant cash. 

"I know what my racing is about and 
how to get the most out of it,” he says - 
and two sets of numbers back it up. The 
first is that he has finished every race 
since Brainerd in June of 1992, though 
he admits to having "droned around a 
couple of times" for points. 

The second is that he spent about 
$169,000, the bulk of which was 
$105,000 from Mirage Studios and a 
signficant amount from Henry Haupt- 
mann, the owner of High Tech Precision 
Mouldings, and finished fifth in the 
AMA Superbike Championship, ahead 
of all three of the Fast by Ferracci 
Ducatis which had factory support and, 
Quarterley figures, about a $600,000- 
700,000 budget. "They went through 10 
times as many parts," he says. Quarter- 
ley turned to Hauptmann for the spare 
engine and the computer system. 

When the numbers are crunched for 
1995, Dale Quarterley ended up making 
about $27,000 from racing his Fast by 
Ferracci Ducati 955 in the AMA Super- 
bike series and the Loudon NASB race - 
$36,800 in purse, points, and contin- 
ad funds, minus about $10,000 that 

e went over budget. 





"Between the 
motor and rotors it 
was way more 
than I had budget- 
ed for," he says. 
Typically, he 
would put in about 
30 hours a week 
just on his racing 
equipment in the 
well-appointed 
race shop he built 
behind the house. 

“The rest of the 
time I'm screwing 
off, training, and 
wheeling and deal- 
ing," he says, and 
that takes up a lot 
of time. What is 
also consuming a lot of his time these 
days is therapy on his damaged hand 
and foot. 

Four times a week he has 90-minute 
sessions with a therapist. The exercises 
are repeated at home twice more every 
day, and he expects to regain full use of 
both his hand and his foot, which was 
the lesser of his injuries. 

“I don't remember anything except 
being on the track with my leg bent back 
and my fingers bent and, up ahead 
about a quarter mile, my bike was 
upside down on the bars," Quarterley 
says of the mid-December crash. Four 
doctors attended to his various injuries 
which included the fracture and disloca- 
tion of his third, fourth, and fifth 
metacarpals (the bones on the hand that 
run from the knuckle to the palm). Pins 
were inserted, which now protrude 
from the top of the hand, to stabilize the 
bones. There was also nerve, ligament, 
and knuckle damage which has severely 
restricted movement. A skin graft was 
done to the top of the gouged left foot 
and part of the tendon of the big toe was 
cut. On the bright side, Quarterley 
points out the "cat scan said the brain is 
well-formed." 

Racing is just one of his sources of 
income. He canvasses auctions all over 
New England and will buy and sell 
almost anything. He once bought an 
entire inventory of office furniture, then 
turned it around at a handsome profit. 
At a recent banquet at Loudon he made 
several hundred dollars selling Team 
Mirage T-shirts. Typically, he doesn't

keep a vehicle, except for his race trans- 
porter, for more than six or seven 
months. "If I have something with less 
than 100,000 miles, I'm psyched.” And 
in his shop, which he says is as well- 
equipped as those of 80 percent of the 
car race teams that he's visited, he can 
do virtually anything to any motor-dri- 
ven vehicle. A totalled Kawasaki ZX-6 
awaits rebuilding next to the Ducati 
which he has to get ready for Randy 
Renfrow to race in the Daytona 200. 
What Quarterley will do next, in addi- 














of racecraft and race team management 
with young racers. Already he teaches at 
the Penguin Roadracing School at 
Loudon, and he plans to do some school- 
ing on the West Coast this year. 

Currently, he owns two race cars, a 
Busch Grand National North Chevrolet 
Monte Carlo with a 358 c.i. V-8 and a 
fiberglass-body Pro Stock Monte Carlo, 
also a 358 V-8, which he runs on ovals 
only. The cost of running them is high, 
he says, showing a folder filled with 
thousands of dollars worth of invoices, 
all paid. 

"Nothing here isn't paid for," Quar- 
terley says of his racing equipment.

will be focused on Jeremy 
McGrath. Though the three-time 
Supercross Champion holds 
down first place on the all-time 
supercross win list, the presti- 
gious Daytona event is one that 
he's never won. Needless to say, 
McGrath wants to win this year's 
event, and has even declared that 
winning Daytona was one of his 
main goals in '96. 

So what has kept McGrath from 
winning in the past? Two things, basi- 
cally. During McGrath's first two 
years as champion, the rough condi- 
tions and high speeds at the Speedway 
kept McGrath off the highest spot on 
the winner's podium. 

“This isn't even a real supercross,” he 
said. It's an outdoor track with jumps. 
I'm just trying to get through this race 
with as many points as I can and kick 
butt when we get back to the real super- 
cross tracks." 

That was two years ago. In 1995, 
McGrath was determined to win the 
event and prove his doubters wrong. A 
convincing win in the heat race led 
many to believe that he would indeed 
earn his first Daytona win, but a huge 
pileup in the first turn left him near last 
place. Even McGrath couldn't recover 
from that. 

This year, McGrath is out for 
revenge. By capturing his first 250cc

I always do 
that - put too much pressure on myself at 
the beginning of the year. Not that I don’t 
perform under pressure, I just needed to 
relax a little. I’m having fun and I love 
racing. I wish I could race every day, but I 
have to wait for the weekends, I guess. 


The Daytona Supercross is regarded by 
most to be more like an outdoor race 
with jumps. How does the track suit your. 
style and strengths? 

In the past I haven't gotten good starts 
there and I've had to come from behind. I 
always feel fast there, though. You have 
to ride the track differently, the floor is 
sandy but the jumps are clay, so big holes 
develop everywhere. It's a special race 
because of where it is - everyone from 
motorcycle racing is there, and I want to 
win. 


Steve Lamson 
Team Honda/1-800-Collect/Fox 


So far, your supercross results haven't 
been all that you had expected... 


No, they haven't, but I’ve had a couple of 
good rides. I had some friggin' bad luck 
at the first couple races, but it's getting 
better. My starts are getting better and it 
will happen eventually. 


Daytona is rough and you're one of the 
strongest riders out there. How do you 
feel your chances are at Daytona? 


The track suits my riding style, but for 
some reason I've never had a really good 
race there. I always get bad starts or get 
tangled up with someone and have to 
play catch-up. I ride good there, though - 
the track gets so rough. You have to get 
the bike set up well. For me, the race is 
fun because it's more like a 250cc Nation- 
al, and I don't get to ride those.

How have you done at the Daytona 
Supercross in the past? 

I like the track, but I haven't really done 
well the four years that I’ve raced there. 
I've never been 100-percent healthy for 
Daytona, so I guess this year will be the 
first time. I’m ready for it, I’m riding 
strong and I’m excited about the race. 

Do you have to set up your bike different- 
ly and adjust your riding style for the 
track? 

Yeah, you really have to just lean back, 
hang on and pin it there. A lot of people 
think that because it's a part of the super- 
cross series, that it's a real supercross. But 
it's not. Sure, there's jumps and stuff, but 
by the main event the track is so rough 
that you don't really jump them all. IIl be 
running my outdoor suspension with 
stiffer springs. 


Damon Bradshaw 
Team Yamaha 


Daytona is one race that you haven't 
won... 


Well, I won an Eastern Regional 125cc 
main there in '89 and I was second 
behind Stanton once. I’ve always really 
liked the track - I like the sand - it's a lot 
of fun. Daytona is always a different 
track, and it's usually good unless it rains. 
It's like a combo between Southwick and 
a supercross. 


Does the style of the track suit your 
style? 

Yeah, I think so. The track gets rough and 
the race is a lot longer than most others. 
Endurance comes into play, and the track 
changes from lap to lap, so you have to be 
on your toes. I’m looking forward to the 
race. I really love the whole Bike Week 
thing, and I always ride better when I'm 
having fun. I look at it like it’s just anoth- 
er race, but I look forward to Daytona 
more than any other. 


Larry Ward 

Team Honda of Troy/Sinisalo 

You’ve been struggling all season long 
with a broken thumb, will you be 100- 
percent fit for Daytona? 

Well, I’ve got one supercross and a 250cc 
National in between then, so there’s no 
reason that I won’t be 100 percent. I’ve 
been having trouble with arm pump - I'm 
struggling with the pain in my thumb 
and trying to get used to the new bike 
and new suspension. I can’t believe how 
bad I’ve been pumping, but I’m gonna 
get it figured out by Bike Week. 

You looked fast at last year’s race. What 
will it take for Larry Ward to win the ‘96 
race? 

Yeah, I felt so fast last year. I won my heat 
race by a mile, but I got taken out in that 
first-turn crash and came back to fifth. I 
really like the track - it’s rough and chop- 
py - you can't really ride it like a super- 
cross. To win I'll need to get a good start 
and be patient. The race is a long one - 
almost 30 minutes. The track is so rough 
that even the best riders will make a lot of 
mistakes. You have to keep trying hard 
and not get discouraged. 


Mike Kiedrowski 
Three-time Daytona Supercross winner 
As a three-time winner and the team con- 








sultant for Kawasaki, what advice will 
you give your riders? 

To win! (Laughs) Well, I’m going to work 
with them the whole week between 
Gainesville and Daytona, and we’re 
going to go to the same tracks that I test- 
ed on every year that I won. There’s a 
certain technique that you need to win 
Daytona, and I think I can teach it to 
them. Before I won, I guess you could 
say that I learned it from (Jeff) Stanton. 
The bike setup is also a lot different at 
Daytona, and I know a little about that, 
too. 


Which of your riders has the best chance? 


I think they all have a good shot at the 
win. Jeff Emig has the most experience on 
the track, he’s raced there quite a few 
times. Ryan Hughes is strong, and that 
will allow him to hold on the whole time. 
Damon Huffman has a lot of talent, and I 
think I can show him a few things. I'd say 
they all have a great chance. 


Jeff Stanton 
Four-time Daytona Supercross winner 


As the team consultant for Honda, what 
advice will you give your riders? 

Well, bike setup was always real impor- 
tant for me, so we're going to practice 
on some sand tracks before the race and 
get the bikes dialed in. They will also 
have to get adapted to the sand - you 
have to ride Daytona a little different 
there - way back over the back of the 
bike. The race is a long one, but Jeremy 
and Steve are in good shape, so that's 
not a concern. 


Steve Lamson's riding style closely 
resembles yours. Considering your suc- 
cess at Daytona, would you say that 
Lamson's chances at Daytona are good? 
We already know that McGrath's are... 


Yeah, definitely. Steve lacks a little nat- 
ural talent, but he makes up for that with 
a lot of hard work. He could do it - he 
has the ability and the speed. All Steve 
needs is to get the same confidence on 
his 250 that he has on a 125. On his 125, 
he's got confidence like no other. Steve is 
steady and strong. But Jeremy - his main 
goal this year is to win Daytona. He's 
already got the Supercross Champi- 
onships and finally got a National 
Championship, but he still has to win 
Daytona. You know as well as I do that 
when he sets out to do something, he 
usually gets it done. 


Gary Bailey 
Track designer 


The Daytona Supercross course is tradi- 
tionally the roughest of the year. Why 
not make it more of a traditional super- 
cross? 


Well, because of the shape of the area we 
have to work with and because the stands 
are all on one side of the track, we basical- 
ly had two options - make the track have 
a lot of turns, or stretch it out and make it 
more high speed. Making a lot of turns 
would result in a one-lined track because 
of the sand, so we opted to make it longer 
and more narrow. Also, Daytona is 
known for speed, and to throw in more 
obstacles and make it more like a tradi- 
tional supercross would slow the action 
down too much. 


Which of the top riders has the most 
favorable riding style for the course? 

How can you go with anybody but Jere- 
my McGrath? In my opinion, he would 
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decade after the BEARS catego- 
ry was first conceived in New 
Zealand in the mid-'80s, the 
thrilling four-stroke racing 
class finally made it to the 
international arena in 1995. The 
result was a series of exciting 
races from the greatest variety 
of machinery to be seen in modern-day 
road racing - a true class for the techni- 
cal connoisseur. Its excellence was even 
recognized by the promotors of the 
World Superbike Championship, for 
which the BEARS World Series has 
become a worthy support class, catering 
to four-stroke motorcycles with a maxi- 
mum of three cylinders, no 
turbo/supercharging or four-valve 
desmo cylinder heads, and neither the 
chassis nor engine of commercially 
available Japanese manufacture. Other- 
wise, anything else goes, resulting in a

huge variety of unusual motorcycles 
that provided great racing all year long. 

Considering the category's origins, it 
was surely appropriate that the inaugur- 
al BEARS World Series title should be 
won by Kiwi rider Andrew Stroud 
aboard a Kiwi bike - the fabulous Britten 
V-twin whose radical design has 
become a watchword for avant-garde 
engineering since its debut in BOTT rac- 
ing in 1989. The fact that Stroud 
clinched the title, with Britten teammate 
Stephen Briggs also from New Zealand 
as runner-up, just weeks before the trag- 
ic death from cancer of John Britten 
made his doing so all the more poignant 
- and apt. 

But though he won five out of the six 
BEARS World Series rounds in 1995, 
Stroud didn't have an easy time of it. In 
the first round of the series in the U.S. in 
March, held on the full 3.8-mile Daytona 
banked circuit as the main event of the 
two-day AHRMA curtain-raiser to 
Cycle Week, the Britten rider found 
himself locked in battle throughout the 
race with American Ron McGill on his 
VR1000 Harley-Davidson Superbike, 
after teammate Nick Ienatsch on the sec- 
ond Britten retired early on with a col- 
lapsed rear suspension. Stroud eventu- 
ally triumphed narrowly over the 
Harley rider, admitting later that he 
hadn't been grandstanding as many had 
suspected: The Italian-owned Britten's 
engine had suffered a mysterious mis- 
fire all race long. 

Third place went to British journal- 
ist/racer Alan Cathcart on the no-less- 
radical, three-cylinder Saxon Triumph, 
after an early battle with countryman 
Mike Edwards on the Tigcraft Harley 
VR1000 and American Pete Johnson on 
the 1200cc Raceco Guzzi ended with a 
blown engine for the Harley. It was the 
first time a modern Triumph had raced 
at Daytona in a quarter century, and the 
factory-backed Saxon's debut would 
mark the return to U.S. competiton of 
the British marque on an official basis in 
1996. 

Three weeks later at Monza in Italy, 
Cathcart took the Saxon Triumph to a 
convincing victory in the second round 
of the World Series, setting a new lap 
record for the class after an early tussle 
with German rider Jons Hoffmann's 
fuel-injected Maxi-Guzzi. 

In Stroud's absence for 500cc Grand 
Prix duty in Australia, the Britten was 
ridden by former 500cc GP rider Dario 
Marchetti, who only narrowly clinched 
second place by overtaking Hoffmann 
on the last lap after suspension prob- 
lems, with another refugee from the 
500cc GP class, Vittorio Scatola, follow- 
ing him through to third place on the 
Triumph Daytona entered by the Italian 
importer - after riding most of the race 
with a broken left handlebar! The win 
left Cathcart leading the World Series 
points table, with Stroud now in second 
place. 

After a three-month break, the next 
World Series round took place in July on 
the fast, open Thruxton track, where the 
hottest, driest summer ever recorded in 
Britain was interrupted by a torrential 
thunderstorm just half an hour before 
the start of the BEARS race. 

This allowed Mike Edwards, riding 
the Tigcraft-framed, German-built 680cc 
Pami-BMW single to lead the race 
throughout until the very last lap, albeit 
with Stroud on the Britten in close atten- 
dance but unable to pass as the rain 
started to come down again. The David 
and Goliath battle ended in the Britten's 
favor when Stroud took the lead for the 
first time on the last corner before the 
flag, to cross the line fractionally ahead 
of Edwards.

Cathcart on the 
Saxon Triumph had 
held a comfortable 
third place for much 
of the race, but faulty 
pit signals resulted 
in his being caught 
by yet another ex- 
500cc GP rider, 
Aussie Paul Lewis on the British-built 
Raceco Guzzi 8V, closely trailed by Kiwi 
rain ace Robert Holden on a stock- 
framed Triumph. 

After the duo traded places furiously 
throughout the rain-soaked last few 
laps, Lewis led into the final turn, where 
Cathcart crashed trying to repass him 
for third place, leaving Stroud to take 
over the points lead in the World Series 
again, with McGill third after a cautious 
ride to sixth place at Thruxton on his 
Harley Superbike. 

Two weeks later on the fast, swoop- 
ing Zeltweg track on an Austrian moun- 
tainside, Hoffmann qualified his Guzzi 
on pole ahead of Cathcart on the Tri- 
umph triple, with Stroud and Briggs - 
who had also crashed his Britten at 
Thruxton - sharing the front row with 
McGill's Harley. 

But there was a joker in the pack: still 
another former 500cc GP rider, German 
Michael Rudroff on the incredible 750cc 
BMS radial-valve single, a fuel-injected 
bike built in Germany and representing 
everything the BEARS class was born to 
encompass. 

Though Cathcart led the race off the 
line, he dropped back with gearbox 
problems which eventually led to anoth- 
er crash when the Triumph's transmis- 
sion locked up, while Hoffmann's Guzzi 
blew its motor. 

This left Stroud to take over the lead, 
closely pursued by McGill and Rudroff 
on the amazing single, which had the 
power to keep up with the Harley V- 
twin Superbike along Zeltweg's fast 
uphill straight. 

The three spent the whole race less 
than 50 yards apart, with everything 
decided on the last lap. McGill crashed 
trying to outbrake Stroud three corners 
from the flag, leaving the Kiwi to win 





with Rudroff a close second after a 
thrilling race. 

Austrian Manfred Schoper took third 
on his carbon-fiber-framed Ziegler 
Guzzi, ahead of Briggs on the second 
Britten, who suffered a misfiring engine 
throughout the race. 

Three weeks later, the fifth round of 
the World Series took place in England 
early in August as the main support 
race at the Brands Hatch round of the 
World Superbike Championship. In 
front of a crowd of 50,000 and the Sky- 
TV cameras, the two Brittens of Stroud 
and Briggs engaged in a no-holds- 
barred battle with Paul Lewis on the 
Moto Guzzi, in which the diminutive 
Aussie had the crowd on its feet cheer- 
ing as he repeatedly outbraked the Kiwi 
bikes into turns. But a broken crank 
sidelined the Guzzi near the end of the 
race, leaving Stroud to lead home a Brit- 
ten one-two which allowed him to 
clinch the World Series title. 

Behind, Alan Cathcart on a Saxon 
Triumph that was visibly ill-suited to 
the tight and twisty track spent most of 
the race battling with Ian Cobby's spe- 
cial-framed Ducati 900SS for third place, 
before sliding off unhurt close to the fin- 
ish. This opened the door for Ron 
McGill to take fourth place on the 
Tigcraft VR1000 Harley, as well as third 
place in the points standings. 

The final round at the end of August 
was the main event of the Ducati Club 
Holland's annual four-stroke racing fes- 
tival in Assen, where Mike Edwards on 
the Tigcraft Harley succeeded in split- 
ting the Brittens in qualifying, then 
spent the entire race locked in battle for 
victory with Stroud. 

The Britten rider eventually tri- 
umphed by three seconds over the

Harley rider, with teammate Briggs 
third ahead of Cobby's Ducati. The 
Saxon Triumph was absent, leaving 
McGill to clinch third place in the final 
points table behind the two New 
Zealanders, in spite of retiring his 
VR1000 at Assen. Cathcart tried to cap- 
ture the handful of points needed to 
retake third place in the series by racing 
the 1973 V-two Ducati with which he 
had won the Daytona F750 Vintage race 
back in March. But to no avail: He and 
McGill shared the breakdown truck 
back to the paddock after both bikes 
were sidelined with electrical problems. 
The debut World Series showed 
there's undoubtedly a place for a free- 
formula class in International racing 
showcasing the exotic, the wonderful 
and especially the avant-garde in mod- 
ern-day road racing. No bike fitted with 
telescopic forks won a single BEARS 
round all year; four out of the first five 
bikes in the final points table were fitted 
with fuel injection; and there were six 
different makes in the top 10 places. Lap 
times of the leading bikes were compa- 
rable with Superbike speeds every- 
where, while the close racing in every 
round added crowd-pleasing spectacle 
to the feast of engineering excellence. 
With plans already confirmed for a 
second BEARS World Series in 1996, 
starting at Daytona on March 5 with 
another 50-mile race on the full banked 
circuit sponsored by BMW of North 
America, the prospects look good for 
another season of close racing between 
high-tech motorcycles that dare to be 
different - in a class that seems to have 
become the category of choice for for- 
mer 500cc GP riders to compete in. 
Mick Doohan, your Britten ride awaits 
you! €N 
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f everything had gone as 
planned, the only thing 
Mat Mladin would have 
known about the 1996 
AMA Superbike Champi- 
onship was that 1993 Cagiva team- 
mate Doug Chandler is saddling 
up on a Muzzy Kawasaki. 

Back in 1992, at just 20, Mladin 
signed a three-year deal with Cagiva 
to ride its ever-improving C593 
Grand Prix bike for a reported $1 mil- 
lion. That the young Australian 
Superbike champ so readily agreed to 
join the rarified world of 500 racing 
without even riding the Cagiva might 
surprise some, but not Mladin. "When I 
saw the money for the first year, then 
the second and third, I didn’t think 
twice.” 

Fast forward to 1996, Mladin will 
race in the AMA Superbike Champi- 
onship for Yoshimura Suzuki, accompa- 
nied by a bad limp and the knowledge 
that Mick Doohan and Daryl Beattie will 
be the only Australians racing 500s. In 
addition, Superbike contemporaries 
Troy Corser and Anthony Gobert are 
tipped to fight it out for the World 
Superbike Championship. 

Both riders, who Mladin defeated 
more often than not in Australia, are 
also slated as the Next Big Things in the 
coveted 500cc World Championship. 
Still, Mladin is not bitter, or even jeal- 
ous. “Troy and Anthony deserve to be 
there. If there's anybody that I'd want to 
win, it'd be one of the two Aussies,” 
Mladin says. “Maybe one day I might 
get back up there. That's what I’m doing 
in America - rebuilding my career.” 

For in 1993, Mladin, the rider touted 








as 
the next Mick 

Doohan, completed just one 
year of his contract after a season of bit- 
ter acrimony with Cagiva team boss 
Giacomo Agostini. Finishing a distant 
13th, and with the pall of Agostini’s 
drafting of John Kocinski onto the team 
hanging over both him and teammate 
Chandler, Mladin returned to Australia, 
bitter and deeply despondent. 

Now, on reflection, he has a different 
perspective on his split from Cagiva. 
“Maybe I wasn't supportive of myself, 
rather than them not supporting me.

I've 
seen how the big, 
bad world can work," he said. 
"I've definitely learned from that experi- 
ence." 

Doohan has said Mladin should have 
stayed in Europe, but he rejoined the 
family that made his original success, 
Team Kawasaki Australia, and its dri- 
ving force, Peter Doyle. Rejecting Ago's 
offer of a Ducati ride in the World 
Superbike Championship and privateer 
500 rides, homesick, and unsure of the 
nuances of Europe, Mladin, the son of a 
Croatian father and an Australian moth- 
er, left Grand Prix racing to recapture 
the dominance he etched so devastating- 
ly in 1992. 








Things didn't quite go as planned 
here, either. After showing promising 
signs of his old form, Mladin crashed, 
uninjured, at 160 mph in Tasmania, but 
broke his collarbone during qualifying 
at Philip Island. In the race, he tried a 
silly move around Gobert through the 
last turn in driving rain, high-sided and 
exacerbated the injury. All this against 
the backdrop of Corser making a stun- 
ning bid for the AMA title in his debut 
year with Ferracci. 

But the tale of woe didn't end there. 
In Western Australia, Mladin hit a false 
neutral at the end of.a downhill straight. 
He flew off the track, crushing five ver- 
tebrae and was lucky not to suffer a seri- 
ous spinal injury. 

Despite his run of bad luck, Mladin 
managed third in the national champi- 
onship with eight victories to Gobert's 
seven, in spite of missing several rounds 
and suffering a few mechanical 
mishaps. 

But there was little solace to be 
drawn from his efforts. He had to watch 
championship winner Gobert walk 
straight from his Honda Australia 
garage to become Scott Russell's partner 
on the Muzzy Kawasaki superbike 
team. It was all pretty hard to take. 

With any hope of securing a Yamaha 
factory world superbike ride gone when 
Peter Doyle opted out of negotiations to 
run the team, Mladin again stayed put. 

With 1993 and '94 but a 
memory, 
















TSS 
looked like it would 
be a cakewalk in the absence of 
Gobert. Then it all went terribly wrong 
in the New Year. 

Trying out his new para-glider, 
Mladin crashed, doing severe damage to 
his left foot. His heel was broken in half, 
he fractured three toes and sustained 
serious ligament and muscle damage. 
He had two corrective operations 
including the removal of muscle, and a 
third, to stop the spread of the golden 
staph infection that saw his weight drop 
from 185 pounds to 134. Amputation 
was considered. 

“It was sort of eating away at every- 
thing. It spread four inches up my leg 
above my ankle, and to the end of my 
toes,” Mladin explained. 

Because his foot was fixed in a down- 


ward position during the two-month- 
long infection phase, his ankle has next to 
no movement and he still can’t move his 
toes. Now when he downshifts, Mladin 
has to stomp the lever with his heel. 

Although he visited the same 
Queensland orthopedic surgeon who 
treated Mick Doohan’s right leg, and 
found a good physical therapist, 
Mladin’s afflictions are likely to be per- 
manent. 

Luckily, the ‘95 national champi- 
onships didn’t start until July, but 
Mladin only began riding a month 
before the first round at Eastern Creek. 
With the aid of a walking stick and a 
carbon-fiber ankle brace, Mladin was 
able to mount and dismount the bike. 
What followed was indeed a brave 
comeback. He qualified fourth in his 
first race in over eighth months, then 
suffered from a blown engine in race 
one. In race two he engaged Ducati- 
mounted Shawn Giles and Honda rider 
Kirk McCarthy in a fierce dice to finish 
third. Then at the final round of the 
Shell Superbike Sprint Series a month 
later, Mladin dominated his race-hard- 
ened opposition, bagging pole before 
taking victory in both legs. Later he 
broke his wrist at the dangerous Lake- 
side circuit in Queensland after slam- 
ming into an embankment, but through 
it all, Mladin finished second in the Aus- 
tralian championship behind a very con- 
sistent McCarthy. 

Asked how devastating his run of 
luck had been, Mladin simply said, 
"There's still plenty of racing left in me, 
and I love riding. Retirement has never 
crossed my mind." 

For 1996, Mladin will be based in 
Anaheim, California, and will have for- 
mer Muzzy and Team Kawasaki Aus- 
tralia wrench Reg O'Rourke working 
with him. Dismissing fears he may suf- 
fer bouts of homesickness, Mladin said, 
^No way. I love America. It's a lot like 
Australia but everything is bigger, better 
and cheaper. Yeah, I’m gonna get myself 
a personal trainer, because it's a long 
season, and I'll need to get 100 percent 
fit. I’m ready to go." 

Mladin was very impressed with the 
speed of the new Suzuki GSXR750 at his 
first ride at Sears Point before the New 
Year, and is confident it will have the 
horsepower to do the job. His build-up 
has not been intensive, since teammate 
Pascal Picotte has undertaken the major 
testing duties. Mladin goes to the Day- 
tona 200 without ever having done a lap 
there, and said he was surprised by the 
dangerous nature of Sears Point. 

The other downside in his U.S. cam- 
paign will be that he doesn't know a lot 
about his rivals, except for two of the 
favorites - Miguel DuHamel, and his old 
GP buddy Doug Chandler. "I raced 
Miguel at the 1991 Philip Island 6-Hour, 
and Doug in Europe. The standard in 
the U.S. is obviously very high, so I'm 
under no illusions. It's going to be 
tough." à 

For American race fans, an in-form 
Mladin will be a sight to behold. A 
holeshot specialist - borne out of his 
early motocross days - he can destroy 
the opposition with his raw aggression 
and forceful style. He was accused of 
dangerous riding last year, a charge he 
and Doyle vehemently deny. 

And when he gets on a roll, he's hard 
to stop. In 1992, Mladin set an Aus- 
tralian record of 13 consecutive super- 
bike wins that was only broken by Cors- 
er riding a Yamaha OW01 in a damp 
race in Western Australia. For Mladin to 
produce that form, he will need to gel 
with the Suzuki and the team, and put 
the last three years behind him. As he 
says, it's going to be tough. cN

hen Giacomo Agostini 
crossed the finish line in 
the 1976 West German 
Grand Prix, his victory on 
a 500cc MV Agusta marked the biggest 
shift in direction the sport had ever 
known. Even today, some critics suggest 
that world championship racing has 
never recovered the magic it exerted 
over spectators up until the close of that 
rainy day on the Nurburgring circuit. 

It wasn't just that the win was Agos- 
tini’s 110th and last Grand Prix success 
before he retired at the end of the sea- 
son, or even that it represented MV’s 
270th and final first-place finish after 26 
years of top-line competition that pro- 
duced 37 world championships. 

More significantly, this was the last 
Grand Prix race to be won by a four- 
stroke motorcycle. From that moment 
onward, two-stroke power ruled. The 
four-strokes that had drawn up to 
200,000 fans to European Grand Prix cir- 
cuits were now a spent force, as ineffec- 
tive as dinosaurs in a world that had 
changed beneath them. 

Younger fans might say, “Well, so 
what? We can see four-stroke race bikes 
in World Superbike competition, where 
two-strokes are not even permitted to 











run.” But there is one vast difference 
between superbikes and classic-era four- 
strokes: Today’s racing motorcycles are 
silenced; the MVs and their contempo- 
raries ran unsilenced, with four separate 
megaphones! 

Can you imagine Top Fuel dragsters 
running with mufflers, or Formula 
race cars forced to stifle the screaming 
wail of the 17,000-rpm engines? A world 
of noise would be missing, and that’s 
the difference between the unrestricted 
GP four-strokes of yesteryear and the 
silenced Superbikes that whisper past us 
in the ‘90s. 

Fortunately, Rob Iannucci is a man 
who likes to make a lot of noise. The 
New York lawyer who heads the Team 
Obsolete classic racing operation rattled 
thousands of eardrums last year when 
he introduced Honda’s astounding 
250cc six-cylinder Grand Prix bike to 
Daytona. The 1966 24-valve machine 
spun to nearly 18,000 rpm in demonstra- 
tion laps. 

This year Iannucci is going one bet- 
ter: the very MV that Agostini rode in 
that fateful race on the Nurburgring. 
The bike will be ridden in parade laps 
by Agostini himself, who won the 200- 
mile classic on the Florida circuit on a 
Yamaha in 1974. 1 

The reuniting of the MV and Agosti-

TWO-STROKE CHALLENGERS 


What did MV have to build two 
decades ago to throw up that final barri- 
er against the advancing two-stroke 
hordes? Basically, it was a refined ver- 
sion of the layout they used when they 
starred in 500cc GP racing in 1950: a 
transversely mounted four-cylinder, 
twin-cam engine, just like today’s Japan- 
ese street bikes. 

That early machine gave just 52 bhp 
at 9500 rpm, but MV developed the for- 
mula to win 18 500cc world champi- 
onships between 1956 and 1974, with 
riders John Surtees (a frequent visitor to 
Daytona today), Gary Hocking, Mike 
Hailwood, Agostini and Phil Read. In 
the late ‘60s and early '70s, MV chopped 
one cylinder from the package to deliver 
a narrower, better handling bike, before 
designing a much more compact four- 
cylinder engine for their final years in 
racing. There were also 350cc versions of 
both three- and four-cylinder bikes, 
which won another nine world titles. 

But by the mid-’70s MV was strug- 
gling to ward off the explosive power 
being developed by two-stroke engi- 
neers. A two-stroke motorcycle had first 
won a Grand Prix in 1952, when Ger- 
many’s DKW factory competed with a 
crude twin-cylinder 250. But it wasn’t 
until the East German designer Walter 
Kaaden of MZ solved the problems of 
efficient cylinder-head porting and the 
mysteries of exhaust resonances that 
“strokers” made real progress. 

His techniques were exported to 
Japan when his top rider, Ernst Degner, 
defected from behind what was then the 
Iron Curtain and joined Suzuki. Degner 
recorded the first world championship 
win on a two-stroke, in the 1962 series 
for 50cc machines. His incredible bike 
had a single air-cooled cylinder with a 
disc inlet-valve, and needed an eight- 
speed gearbox to make the best use of 
its meager eight horsepower. It weighed 
just 132 pounds, and had a top speed of 
only 83 mph. 

Two-strokes beat the four-stroke 
bikes in the 125 and 250cc classes in 1963 
and ‘64, but had to wait until the '70s 
before their reliability was strong 
enough to take on MV in the 350 and 
500cc divisions. 

During this time the great Japanese 
GP wars were fought out between 
Honda, Yamaha and Suzuki, with 
Honda building some of the most tech- 
nically innovative motorcycles ever 
made to keep their four-stroke technolo- 
gy ahead of the two-stroke factories. 

Honda designed twin-cylinder 50s 
and 125s, four-cylinder engines in 125, 
250, 350 and 500cc capacities, a five- 
cylinder 125cc machine, sixes in 250 and 
297cc variations, and at one stage even 
planned to race a three-cylinder 50cc 
bike. The bizarre noises made by these 
unsilenced engines shrieking at up to 
20,000 rpm sent spectators into frenzy - 
you could even buy long-playing 
records of Grand Prix bikes in action at 
the Isle of Man TT races! * 


THE DEFEAT OF MV 


For several years, Honda's radical 
engineering kept the two-strokes at bay. 
But not even the Japanese giant, and the 
soaring talents of Mike Hailwood as 
rider, could budge MV Agusta from the 
500cc championship. Every year from 
1958 onward the Italian team managed 
to hold onto the biggest prize in GP 
competition. Then Honda pulled out of 
racing at the end of 1967, leaving only 
MV as a serious four-stroke contender 
in the bigger classes. For a time things 
looked good: Two-stroke technology 
was still unable to produce a big-bore 
engine that could prevent its metal 
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pieces from overheating and seizing up 
under the stress of Grand Prix events. 

However, in 1974 a two-stroke won 
the 350cc world championship for the 
first time when Agostini, who had 
moved from MV, took the title on Yama- 
ha's TZ twin. A year later, MV lost con- 
trol of the 500cc class for the first time 
since 1958, Suzuki scored their first wins 
in the class with their four-cylinder 
RG500, and Yamaha claimed the world 
championship with Agostini riding their 
two-stroke four. 

MV was in deep trouble. Phil Read, 
the Englishman who had given them the 
1974 500cc championship, had fled to 
Suzuki. New directors, less sympathetic 
to motorcycle racing than an earlier gen- 
eration, were in control of the company. 
The FIM, Grand Prix racing's governing 
body, was threatening to impose noise 
restrictions that would hurt four-stroke 
engines more than two-strokes. And an 
experimental flat-four engine, designed 
to put MV back in front of the two- 
strokes, was proving troublesome in 
bench tests. 

But incredibly, MV tempted Agostini 
back to race the 350 and 500cc four- 
cylinder bikes on his own private team, 
with limited technical backing from the 
factory until the flat-four could be prop- 
erly developed. 

It took only weeks for the deal to go 
sour. Against the Yamahas and Suzukis, 
the MVs were uncompetitive. “Until I 
get more speed," Agostini fumed, "I 
have no chance of winning," and he 
pledged to ride an RG500 Suzuki for the 
rest of the season. 


VICTORY AT NURBURGRING 


Agostini's Suzuki commitment lasted 
until he arrived at the Nurburgring for 
the West German Grand Prix. In the '70s 
the race was held on a notoriously dan- 
gerous 14.2-mile, 170-corner circuit in 
the Eifel mountains. And it looked like it 
was going to be a damp weekend...

uzuki achieved their first 500cc Grand Prix race wins with their radical new 
RG500 square-four two-stroke in 1975. By 1976 - when Agostini had to 
choose between the two bikes at the Nurburgring - the RG was more power- 
ful than the MV, but also slightly heavier. But it was a turning point in the sport. 


The MV recorded only one win that season, while Barry 


Sheene rode the RG to 


the world championship in 76 and 77. Two-strokes have dominated the Grands 


Prix ever since.

wet, and I thought I could win on the 
It rained on race morning, and Agos- 
tini chose the four-stroke, It was the cor- 
rect decision, as he rode away from a 
field of Suzukis and Yamahas, with the 
Italian rider Marco Lucchinelli in second 
place and American Pat Hennen in third. 
Probably few people at the Nurbur- 
gring guessed that they had just wit- 
nessed a turning point in history. MV 
Agusta, it seemed, had always been in 
racing, always managed to keep on win- 
ning. Only now, with the luxury of hind- 
sight, can we realize that any Grand Prix 
that MV won in ’76 was likely to be a 
final success for four-stroke technology. 


THE “DAYTONA” MV 


The bike that Team Obsolete will run 
at Daytona represents the peak of MV’s 
development of four-stroke engineering. 





After Agostini’s complaints earlier in 
1976, team chief Arturo Magni 
improved the bike until it developed 
around 105 bhp at 14,000 rpm. 

"That's an incredible accomplish- 
ment with the technology they were 
using,” Iannucci points out. “They were 
still using air coolng, fixed ignition tim- 
ing and carburetors. Today, you need 
water cooling, electronic ignition and 
fuel injection for really serious four- 
stroke power.” 

Compared to earlier MVs, the bike 
has narrow-angle cylinder heads, with 
the angle between the valves reduced to 
achieve shallower combustion chambers 
and more of a downdraft-carburetion 
effect. Magni’s team also relocated the 
gearbox to place the output sprocket 
about 1.5 inches lower than on previous 
MVs, to prevent the rear wheel from 
chattering under deceleration. 





The bike was about 10 bhp down on 
the rival RG500 Suzuki, but about 15 
pounds lighter. In the 70s it was said to 
be a 180-mph motorcycle, although it's 
hard to rely on these claims when 
today's world championship 500cc 
Honda, with some 70 horsepower more, 
just nudges 200 mph on a superfast cir- 
cuit. 

So how does this chunk of history in 
aluminum and steel run and sound? "T 
don't know - we've never started it," 
Iannucci admitted, as Ago's former 
mechanic Nobby Clark completed pre- 
Daytona preparation of the bike in Team 
Obsolete's Brooklyn workshops. "But 
there shouldn't be a problem. We 
stripped the motor and pressed the 
crankshaft apart, but all we had to do 
was clean everything up, hand-polish 
the journals, de-glaze the cylinders and 
lap the valves. The valve springs and 
clutch plates are the only new parts 
we've put in the bike. 

“We touched up the fairing paint by 
hand, and Agostini has supplied some 
missing decals. We replaced the 
swingarm bearings, rebuilt the 
hydraulics and had the Morris magne- 
sium wheels X-rayed and repainted by 
Marchesini in Italy." 

The Team Obsolete circus has been 
granted a special demonstration spot on 
each of Daytona's two vintage days on 
March 4-5. Agostini will get the chance 
to split the sky once more with the 
scream of that unsilenced 16-valve, 
twin-cam motor, and former 250 and 
3500cc Grand Prix champion Jim Read- 
man will repeat his showcase rides of 
last year on the amazing Honda Six. In 
addition, Don Vesco will ride a rare 
1967 MV 500 triple. 

If you've never heard these unre- 
stricted four-stroke Grand Prix weapons 
in action before, make it to Daytona. 
And forget that ear protection - just lis- 
ten to the music. N

MILWAUKEE, WI, FEB. 9-10 

fter the cancellation of the previ- 
A round in North Carolina 

because of a winter ice storm, 
the 15,000-plus weekend crowd roared 
back to life in Milwaukee, after reigning 
series champion Jimmy Gaddis used the 
weekend to strengthen his narrow lead 
over his Thor/Team Green/Tuff Racing 
teammate Jeromy Buehl. The Mike 
Kidd-promoted series featured all the 
usual talent, including a great effort by 
some of the area pros like Missouri's 
Doug Stone. Stone's second-place finish 
in Friday's 125cc main was a big hit 
among the fans. 


FRIDAY NIGHT 


In the 125cc main, Kawasaki of Mis- 
souri / Answer / FMF /Scott-backed Stone 
jumped out to an early lead ahead of 
Greg Rand and Gaddis. Two laps into 
the race, Gaddis relegated Stone to sec- 
ond, while Team Green's Anthony 
Bowyer hung on to third, just one step 
ahead of a raging battle involving Rand, 
Buehl and Trey Owens. Eventually, 
Buehl and Owens tangled in a corner 
and went down, taking out Rand in the 
process. F&S Suzuki rider Todd 
DeHoop was right there to take advan- 
tage of the mishap. Late in the moto 
DeHoop moved to third, as Bowyer 
dropped back. 

Antunez went on to take the win fol- 
lowed by Stone, DeHoop, Buehl and 
Shawn Morgan. Bowyers ended up 
sixth. 

Buehl pulled out all the stops early 
in the 250cc main. Coming out of turn 
one, Buehl already had a full two-bike 
lead over Texan Brad Woosley, 
Bowyer, Stone, DeHoop and Gaddis. 
Woosley's run for the front was short- 
lived before suffering a first lap get-off. 
It took three laps for Gaddis to start 
moving up. After getting by DeHoop, 
Gaddis stuffed Stone exiting the 
whoops.

sion and with a $35,000 points fund at 
stake, Saturday's racing action 
became even more intense. The event 
started off with a Gaddis/DeHoop 
scrimmage that lasted two laps in the 
heat race. Gaddis came out the loser 
and had to go to the semi just to get 








into the 125cc main. He wasn't 
impressed. 

“I passed DeHoop before the double 
and he came back at me in the next 
turn," Gaddis said of the race. "He 
pushed me all the way up and left me 
no room. I thought it was bad; I could 
have done it to him earlier but didn't. I 
passed him clean, but I don't know 
about next time." 

In the 250cc qualifiers Stone put an 
aggressive move on Morgan for the last 
qualifying position. Morgan came back 
tripling into the next corner, landing on 
Stone. Morgan said, "It got real tight 
there between me and Stone. I jumped 
to the inside and he turned in under me, 
it's unfortunate. Now we both go to the 
semi." Local fast guy Eron Ezerins was 
working up when the two went down 
and he took the opportunity to go to the 
main. 

Over $1000 was raised from the fans 
for the Dash for Cash race. Buehl came 
out of the first-turn mayhem and never 
looked back. Gaddis and DeHoop were 
again left lying in the dirt. 

When the 125cc main started, 
Woosley put his D&S Kawasaki into the 
lead with Gaddis, Buehl and Owens in 
pursuit. Gaddis went past Woosley in 
the whoops early. By the end of the 
fifth lap, Buehl also passed Woosley. 
Gaddis pulled out a good-size lead 
which later proved not to be enough to 
beat Buehl. 

“I passed Jimmy two turns from the 
end on the inside," said Buehl. 

^We came into-the last corner togeth- 
er and I miscalculated what gear I need- 
ed," said Gaddis. "I bogged a little bit 
and he ripped back past me. I got in 
with some lappers near the end, and I 
knew Buehl was coming. I said, ‘Hurry, 
you got to go.' It was a good battle." 

Grayson Goodman worked up from 
the middle of the pack to finish a strong 
fourth. 

Buehl powered to the lead in the 
250cc final, leading Owens and 
DeHoop. By the end of the second lap, 
though, DeHoop was in the lead and 
setting a blazing pace. Owens, Gaddis 
and Buehl traded paint lap after lap. At 
the halfway point, Gaddis was running 
second ahead of Buehl. Gaddis was all 
over DeHoop, and the two battled just 
as they had done in their heat race. On 
the last lap, DeHoop went down in the 
same turn where he had pushed Gaddis 
out in the heat race. The two were close, 
but an exploded clutch basket in 
DeHoop's RM was the cause for his 
crash. DeHoop couldn't finish, making 
the final finishing order Gaddis, Buehl 
and Goodman. e

Finley was the next to make a move and 
on the last lap squeezed by to take the 
lead. Chaussee stayed in the race and 
was able to recapture one position at the 
flag. Finley took home the overall with 
his 3-1 moto finishes. Schultz managed 
to grab second with his overall points. 
First-moto winner Hopfe had troubles 
in the second race and had to fight his 
way to the front after a terrible start. He 
finished sixth and it was good enough 
to take fourth for the day. 

In the 80cc Beginner class, Steven Price 
took the win over Richie Owens and Buck 
Gulley. In the first moto it was Owens 
with the win with Price finishing in the 
all-important second spot. Price was able 
to take the second-moto win over Gulley 
and take the overall for the day. Owens 
finished the day in second. €N

Wild West 250 
Dual Sport Ride

LAUGHLIN, NV, FEB. 10-11 
nseasonably high temperatures 
Jna a lack of rain had dual 
sporters singing the summertime 
blues at Laughlin, Nevada. 

For two days and 245 miles, the rid- 
ers sweated in the canyons and fought 
their way through clouds of dust, but 
the battle was worth it to find some of 
the most spectacular scenery along the 
Nevada/ Arizona/ California border. 

The ride, which was organized by 
Jim Pilon’s Tour ‘n’ Trail Promotions 
and Ron Loomis of Team Loomis’ 
“Dirty Entertainment,” drew more than 
150 riders to the Avi Hotel/Casino, 12 
miles below the town of Laughlin on the 
west bank of the Colorado River. 

Saturday's ride got off to a leisurely 
start. With only 50 miles to the lunch 
stop in Searchlight, Nevada, there was 
no point in hurrying and most of the 
riders began arriving for tech inspection 
in the Avi parking lot between 8 and 
8:30 a.m. 

The riders hit dirt less than five miles 
from the start of day one’s course. Two- 
track roads alternated with serpentine 
sandy washes littered with rocks that 
gave the novice riders fits, forcing many 
of them to struggle along with their feet 
stuck out on either side of the bike like 
outriggers. 

“Rocks? What rocks?" was the help- 
ful input from veteran dual sporter 
Larry Woodruff. "There are no rocks in 
Nevada - just very large grains of 
sand." 

Most of the riders opted for a six- 
mile scenic detour about halfway 
through the morning's ride. The side 
trip took them up a switchback road to 
the top of Spirit Mountain and provided 
panoramic views of the Colorado River 
and the surrounding desert as the riders 
stood beneath clusters of microwave 
equipment. 

The roll chart started to go downhill . 
as the course approached the lunch stop. 
One instruction after another was

impossible to execute, and most of the 
riders abandoned the roll chart and sim- 
ply followed course ribbon, which had 
been tied on most of the corners. 

There were lots of complaints as the 
riders gathered in the parking lot of the 
Searchlight Senior Center. 

“Did anybody find the sewage treat- 
ment plant? We were supposed to turn 
when we got to it, but I never saw it," 
said one disgruntled rider. 

“I was lost way before that," said 
another, “but it wasn't so bad. We could 
see Searchlight off in the distance and 
we knew that's where we needed to end 
up so we just headed for it." 

Bob Tartter got lost and ended up 
riding backwards on the course trying 
to figure out where he went wrong. 

“I met some riders coming the other 
way and they asked me why I was 
going backwards," said Tartter. "I said I 
was really tired and I figured that if I 
rode backwards I would be able to get 
back some of the energy I spent on that 
section." 

Following the course would have 
been even harder if it hadn't been for 
the efforts of Joe Meyer. 

"Somebody had moved a ribbon 
about six miles off the start," Meyer 
explained. "There was a fork in the sand 
wash and, when I followed the ribbon, 
the wash dead ended in a wall. There 
were ATV tracks going in to the wall 
and back out again, and more tracks 
right where the ribbon had been moved. 
I was one of the first ones out on the 
course so I moved the ribbon back to 
where it should've been." 

But any complaints about the course 
markings were forgotten when the rid- 
ers were greeted by the Searchlight 
Seniors, who put on a lunch to be 
remembered at no cost to the riders 
thanks to KTM America and Sportsman 
Cycle of Las Vegas. 

Many of the riders spent the lunch 
break studying the course map, trying 
to decide which of the three afternoon 
sections they would tackle. The easiest 
choice was Option C, which cut out a 
large northerly loop and resulted in a 
total of 110 miles for the day. 





The second-longest route was Option 
B, which took the riders 12 miles north 
of Searchlight on the pavement and then 
headed into a challenging easterly loop 
that included a nine-mile uphill and 
stretched the total ride to 160 miles. The 
other choice was Option A, which 
included a tricky sand/rock section 
instead of Option B's 12 miles of pave- 
ment, and stretched the mileage to an 
impressive 175 miles. 

The first complaint of the afternoon 
came from Dave Tonkis. 

"It wasn't fair putting us out in a 
really sloppy sand wash with a full 
lunch in our stomachs and a full tank of 
gas. That part wasn't fun," said Tonkis. 
“But I loved the rest of it. I had too 
much fun for one day." 

At the end of the northerly run, the 
“A” riders turned east to join the "B" 
riders for a loop down to the bank of the 
Colorado River near Nelson Landing, a 
small settlement that was washed into 
the river in the 1960s when a flash flood 
came roaring down Eagle Wash. The 
riders had plenty of time to think about 
what a 25-foot wall of water would look 
like as they doubled back to head east 
up the wash, and then began the long 
climb up a rocky mining road full of 
switchbacks and drop offs to rejoin the 
“C” loop riders. 

The rest of the course was a mixture 
of gravelly washes and loose rocks, with 
occasional resting spots on two-track 
roads. 

Bill Sherman, a District Ranger with 
the-Lake Mead National Recreation 
Area, got a helping hand from his fellow 
dual sporters. 

"There were a lot of courteous people 
out there. I needed a helping hand more 
than once and people lined up to help 
me along and give me some pointers," 
said Sherman, a Gold Wing rider who 
took his first tentative shot at dual sport- 
ing on a borrowed 250cc Honda. 

There was plenty to talk about when 
the riders gathered for an after-ride din- 
ner, courtesy of Riding Tiger and K&N 
Air Filters. 

The joking barbs about the morning's 
roll chart continued all through dinner. 

“That was (Jim) Pilon's worst roll 
chart. Hey Jim, did you do it in a vehicle 
or on a bicycle?" asked Jim Nicholson 
(XR600), who rode with his XR200- 
mounted wife, Jackie. "We rode the B 
loop. It was very nice - really slippery 
and rocky. It was a great ride except for 
the roll chart." 

Jim Pilon's after-dinner apology was 
brief: "Hey, about the roll chart... things 
happen!" 

Sunday's course was easier to fol- 
low and only 85 miles long to ensure 


the homeward-bound dual sporters a ` 


quick getaway. The course headed 
across the Colorado River into Ari- 
zona, made a loop to the northeast that 
led to the lunch stop in the historic 
mining town of Oatman, where Clark 
Gable and Carol Lombard are rumored 
to have honeymooned, and then head- 
ed back across the river to the Avi 
parking lot. eN

A hearty group of Vintage Pro riders braved a 
temperature of 20 below zero to challenge the 
clay surface of the Buffalo County Fairgrounds 
indoor arena for Round 1 of the VDTRA / Total 
Performance Racers Vintage Classics IX Dirt 
Track Series and the final round of Motor Sports 
of America Indoor Series.

IN THE TAPES

arning! 

Motor- 

cycle 
racing is a dangerous activity. Check the 
back of your ticket stub. 

Besides competition, the beginning of 
each new racing season - be it on land or 
sea - inevitably brings with it minor 
rules or policy changes by the various 
sanctioning bodies involoved in motor- 
sports. Hopefully, the intent of said 
changes are to improve safety stan- 
dards, clarify race procedures or both. 
The idea should be that the racer always 
knows what he or she can expect and 
exactly what is expected of him or her 
when the entry blank is signed on the 
dotted line. 

Unfortunately, such policy changes 
can sometimes do just the opposite, and 
if you are a professional motorcycle 
racer competing at an AMA-sanctioned 
event in 1996, then you owe it to your- 
self to read and understand the new 
agreement found below the standard 
"release and indemnity agreement" on 
the bottom of your entry blank. 

In so many words, this “new agree- 
ment," which i$ found below the age- 
old "I hereby give up all my rights to 
sue blah, blah, blah" spiel, states: 

“By my signature below, I under- 
stand and hereby agree to the terms of 
the above release and further agree to 
abide by the AMA Rules for Profes- 
sional Competition and any Special 
Regulations during this event. In sign- 
ing this entry agreement I recognize my 
obligation to the public and Event Pro- 
moter, which produces the event, and 
agree to compete in the above event 
and qualifying events if humanly pos- 
sible unless the event is postponed, 
canceled or if I fail to qualify or to be 
assigned a starting position by the 
appropriate AMA official." 

Okay. So it's exactly 92 words and 
that's exactly what it says, but can any- 
one please tell me what it means? And 
why the hell is it in there now? I'm con- 
cerned, because for all its succinct 
legalese this “new agreement" is 
extremely ambiguous. Furthermore, 
combine it wifh the release and indem- 
nity agreement above, and it sounds as 
though you as a rider are agreeing to 
forego all of your rights when you sign 
up at an AMA-sanctioned event. Under 
this ^new agreement," especially in the 
portion I emphasized earlier, it sounds 
like you not only waive your right to 








sue, but open yourself up to the possi- 
bility of being sued for breach of con- 
tract should you decide not to compete 
for any reason other than physical 
injury (humanly possible). 

Now I'm not about to debate the 
nuances of the release and indemnity 
policy. Everyone knows that motorcycle 
racing is dangerous, and that as a racer 
you had better be 100-percent certain 
that your skills are up to the demands of 
the competition and/or the track. It's 
called assumption of risk, and there is a 
risk in everything we do, whether it's 
hurtling around the banks of Daytona 
on a 180-mph superbike or walking 
across a traffic-crowded street. Personal- 
ly, I think the banks are safer. Either 
way, I fully accept responsibility for 
what happens to me if I choose to enter 
the race track or the crosswalk. 

But what happens if the track is 
unsafe? What happens when you show 
up to compete at, say, the Mechanics- 
burg Half Mile National in Williams 
Grove, Pennsylvania, and after you've 
signed on the dotted line, you find that 
the track is so wet that it is practically 
under water? You don't think the track 
is safe enough to ride on, yet the sanc- 
tioning body and promoter - neither of 
whom has the guts to get on a motorcy- 
cle and check it out for themselves - 
think that it is? If you decide you are not 
going to compete after you've already 
signed up for the event, are you opening 
yourself up to a lawsuit by the promoter 
and/or the sanctioning body? Sounds 
like it to me. 

Or say "p get set to race in the main 
event of the Las Vegas Supercross and 
the lights go out? If the sanctioning 
body or the promoter elects to move in 
temporary lights that offer questionable 
amounts of illumination and calls it 
good, are you going to be obliged to 
compete even though you feel it is too 
dangerous, or face the consequences? It 
looks that way according to this new 
agreement. 

Now, before anyone thinks that this 
is just another character assassination of 
AMA Pro Racing, let's sit back and 
think about this for a minute. I don't 
honestly believe that the AMA is going 
to force a rider to compete on a danger- 
ous track. Safety is certainly the first 
thing on the association's mind, or at 
least it should be if the AMA wants to 
keep the riders - and thus the sport - 
healthy. That's why I'm going to be ask- 





ing questions and not providing the 
answers. 

The biggest problem as I see it is that 
the AMA has difficulty in determining 
what actually constitutes "safe condi- 
tions" at its sanctioned events. Nowhere 
was this more clearly illustrated to me 
then in the recent "jumping contest" 
debate that befell the PJ1 Super Are- 
nacross Series, a.k.a. the AMA National 
Arenacross Series. 

At each stop on the National Are- 
nacross schedule, promoter Mike Kidd 
handpicks three riders to compete in an 
aerial style contest at intermission. Each 
rider takes a shot at one of the bigger 
jumps on the track in an attempt to 
impress the crowd. These riders are the 
elite of the National Arenacross circuit - 
guys like former AMA Supercross Series 
regulars Jimmy Gaddis and Jeromy 
Buehl, both of whom are very capable 
riders. Recently, the AMA, acting fully 
within its power as the sanctioning 
body for the series, called for Mike Kidd 
Promotions to cease and desist with this 
jumping contest, citing - as far as I've 
been told - safety reasons. Now this 
might be a real issue if the AMA provid- 
ed the event insurance, but I’ve been 
told that it does not. Mike Kidd Promo- 
tions provides its own insurance for the 
events. But even that is beside the point 
in my estimation. What about safety? 

I've been to my share of AMA Super- 
cross races, and I cannot believe some of 
the aerial antics that these racers pull off 
right in the middle of their races, let 
alone in the more controlled non-racing 
environment found at an arenacross. 
Such nacs-nacs, can-cans, Superman airs 
and heel-clickers leave me in awe, but 
they've also gotten me to thinking 
“what if?" What if Jeremy McGrath 
were right in the middle of a nac-nac 
over the triple when Billy Bob and John- 
ny Joe collided in the landing area, leav- 
ing bikes and riders scattered about its 
face. Where's Super Mac gonna go to 
avoid the trouble? He's great. But he's 
not that great. . 

My point is not to browbeat Mr. 
McGrath for giving the fans what they 
want, but rather to point out that his 
maneuvers have as much or more 
potential to be ^no more safe" under the 
right conditions than those of Buehl or 
Gaddis at an Arenacross - at least if we 
are going by the AMA's argument, any- 
way. If we are, then somebody better 
stop this looney Mike Metzger fellow 





before he figures out a way to get from 
the left side of his motorcycle to the 
right by scampering underneath it while 
in midair. 

Now flash back to the AMA Grand 
National Championship Series, where 
the ambiguity of the “new agreement" is 
sure to be in direct contradiction to the 
below statement which is posted on the 
side of the sign-up trailer at each GNC 
event. Basically, it says: 

“...1f you have any doubts about 
your personal ability to participate in 
this meet, about the safety of the cir- 
cuit, about the competence of the offi- 
cials or other competitors, or about the 
safety of your vehicle, please notify an 
official at any time prior to the start of 
the second practice session to receive a 
refund of your entry fee..." 

It's exactly 60 words, and that's 
exactly what it... well, we've been here 
before already. But what does it mean, 
and which statement will take prece- 
dence? The first one or the second? 

I guess the real question that I have 
over the “new agreement" is this: Was 
this new language written in order to 
avoid the clashes that were experienced 
at places like Las Vegas or Mechanics- 
burg - places where safety issues led to 
rider boycotts, forced cancellations? 
And at what point does a rider's loyalty 
to his/her fans or responsibility to the 
promoter exceed the bounds of "safe 
racing" if there is such a thing? I do not 
believe that in either instance the riders 
were being prima donnas. They came to 
race and some or all found that they 
could not. Would they have been forced 
to race under this new agreement? How 
about appearance money? I'm not even 
going to touch that last one. 

Then again, maybe I'm just making a 
mountain out of a molehill here. I just 
don't want to live to see the day when a 
lawyer is a necessary member on a 
motorcycle racing team - whether it is 
factory-backed or a privateer effort. I 
think that at the very least, the AMA 
owes it to itself and to its riders to clarify 
these contradictory statements and to 
continue working with its riders to 
ensure that all motorcycle racing remains 
to be done as safely as it can be. And to 
continue to recognize - as it very wisely 
did at Mechanicsburg - when it cannot. 
That's something we should all agree on. 

And riders? Warning! Motorcycle 
racing is a dangerous activity. Check 
your entry form. Now check it again. €N
